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WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—The Dowager 
Empress of China (Tuen-Tson-Hsi) is now 
the absolute mistress of 400,000,000 people. 
She hes deposed the ‘divine ruler’’ over- 
turned a dynasty, made bargains witn 
kings and emperors, laughed in the face 
vf Great Britain’s best statesmen, and Set 
herself up as the réal and only mogul, 
Her sway extends from the rising sun to 
the summits of the mighty mountains over- 
looking India. 

The eyes of the civilized world are turned 
upon her. Her will may precipitate the 
bloodiest war that man has known. Her 
whim or caprice may invelve Christendom 
in the struggle of history. The Dowager 1s 
now 6 years old, and probably the most 
brilliant woman in the East. She was a 
slave when the late Emperor saw her and 
loved her. In the Orient the King is all 
powerful, and Princes may marry beggar 
girls at their will. Tuen’s beauty won her 
position and power, and her fine brain— 
scheming through all the years, the real 
power behind the throne—has atidast :nade 
her the mistress of the Chinese Empire. 

The situation in China to-day is this: 
Dowager is supreme mistress of th: 
country. King Yu Mei, who was going to 
reform the antique customs of the kingdom, 
has fled in precipitation. The 
who recently took from L!

Russia is backing the Dowager, Li 
will soon be placed on the throne of power 
once more.

Her sister, Tsu An, who was the Empces3, 
or first wife of Hsien-Fung, had avo chil- 
aren, and upon the death of the Emperor 
the two whose affection and ccn- 
fidence in each other was never impiired, 
were made joint regents during ihe mi- 
nority of T’ung Chih, and ruled the Gov- 
ernment in his name until he died in 1:75 
Without ascending the throne. 

According to law and precedent in China 
they were allowed to select his successor 
from among the male members of the im- 
perial family, which consisted of seven 
brothers known as the seven Princes. It 
Was necessary to select a child, because 
the most sacred custom in Chine requires 
the Emperor to worship his ancestors, and 
not worship an ancestor youager 
The late Emperor: died at 
the age of 19, and his successor must be 
young enough to pay him the ordinary 
veneration requirsd.

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LONDON, Sept. 25.—The Observer prints 
Count Esterhazy’s confession that he was 
the auther of the famous Bordereau, up9i 
which Dreyfus was convicted. These dis- 
closures were made in the presence of sev- 
eral persons. 

‘I am one of those men,” Esterhazy said, 
‘‘who soldiers by profession, cling to old 
mediavel traditions military discipline. 
When I received an order I obeyed it im- 
plicitly and without question. I wrote the 
Bordereau because Sanuherr told me 
to do so.

‘‘In the Von Tausch case, for instance, 
which made 6o0 great a sensation in Ger- 
many, Major Von Tausch conféssed to hav- 
ing committed forgery, adding that that 
crime was nothing to the infamies the 
Berlin staff had forced him to ¢ommit in 
connection with other matters. Therefore, 
the court attempted to silence him. He ul- 
t'mately received the minimum punisnment 
prescribed, and has since been released long 
before this. time. 

“It is nearly always necessary to meanu- 
facture material evidence against spies, be- 
cause otherwise they would never be pun- 
‘shed. The Bordereau having been written, 
it became necessary to give it the indispen- 
sable air of an authentic document, as you 
know it was supposed to have been stolen 
from the German Embassy. Col. Sehwar- 
koppen (formerly German Military Attache 
in Paris), denied ever having seen it. What 
he said was perfectly true. The Bordereau 
was handed by an agent of our intelligence 
department, to the porter of the German 
Embassy who was a spy in our service. 

“The porter gave it to another agent 
named Genest, and by him it was brought 
to the intelligence department and there 
docketed and numbered as a document ob- 
tained from the German Embassy in the 
usual course. It thus réceived official bap- 
tism. 

“It was exclusiyely upon the evidence of 
the Bordereau that Dreyfus was condemr- 
The document privately shown to 
the officers of the court martial was 
fetched from the war office during the se- 
cret session, with the object of convincing 
the judges, should they show sign of wa- 
vering. It was the letter containing the 
phrase ‘Ce canille de D.’ 

‘“‘Now this letter, which {s genuine, and 
really was written by Col. Schwarzkoppen, 
did not refer to Dreyfus at all. The general 
staff was absolutely aware of the fact that 
D— was a certain Dollfus, a building con- 
tractor, who years before had S&ipplied the 
German attache with plans of the fortifica- 
tions near Nice.’’

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 24.—Adjt.- 
Gen. Henry C. Corbin, Brigadier-General U. 
S. A., who has almost entire charge of 
the machinery of the army, including the 
quartermaster’s and the commissary de- 
partments, was courtmartialed for coward- 
ice during the last war. Like his chief, 
(whose dishonorable dis- 
charge from the army was recommended by 
Generals Custer and Merritt for absenting 
himself from his post without leave), Adjt.- 
Gen. Corbin has a long political record and 
a short fighting one. He has not since 1864 
had command of a regiment of soldiers. 

He was, nevertheless, in February, pro- 
moted by President McKinley and practi- 
cally the whole machinery of the army 
put in his charge. More than 1000 much 
coveted appointments as officers in the vol- 
unteer army, recommended by Senators, 
Representatives and other influential per- 
sons, were made upon Adjt.-Gen. Corbin's 
“) ms 

In grateful remembrance the Senators 
rushed through a special bill promoting 
Corbin to the rank of Major-General, giv- 
ing him equal rank with Major-General 
Miles, commanding the army. His treat- 
ment of Miles since then is h‘story. 

Corbin was twice court-martialed during 
the civil war. The official charge of cow- 
ardice was- made after the battle of Nash- 
ville, Dec. 15 and 16, 1864. 

When Col. Thomas J. Morgan took com- 
mand of a division in the battle of Nash- 
ville Lieutenant-Colonel Henry C. Corbin 
became Acting Colonel of the Fourteenth 
Colored Infantry. The battle lasted two 
days, 

Lieutenant-Colonel Corbin was accused of 
hiding behind seeking safety in 
the rear of the fighting line. A court-mar- 
tial was ordered and convened in lebruary, 
1865. with Lieutenant-Colonel Charles H. 
Grosvenor (President McKinley's apologizt) 
as Judge Advocate-General, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Corbin wags acquitted of the charge.

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A BREACH OF GOOD MANNERS.

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NATIVE TROOPS. 


\ The volunteers are all disinclined to serve in our tropical

jt 's the question of the tropics. Great Britain has par- 
siaily solved it by employing native troops. As a rule these 
have made good soldiers, loyal, brave and susceptible of dis- 
eipline. Supported by a comparatively small English force, 
these have kept order in India, extended the frontier and 
defended the Empire from the tribesmen of the North. 

We shall probably have to resort to a similar expedient. 
Americans will not willingly serve in the regular army any- 
where except as commissioned officers. It offers no career. 
The elimate of the tropics is unfavorable. Probably those 
who consent to serve will come back after a few years, con- 
firmed invalids. If armies are necessary in the “colonies” 
let them be made up of natives as far as is possible. 
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Will Candidate Roosevelt ask the voters to forget that 
“copperhead” round robin? 
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THE DOOR IS OPEN. 


The deposition of the Chinese Emperor and the return of his 
mother to power is a victory for the Conservative party, but 
it probably will be fruitless, 

The leaven of progress is working in the Empire, and n: 
puliace intrigue or revolution can stop it. The change is not 
the result of any Chinese thinking, but comes from Russian 
machination. The Car's policy, however, has no principle but 
‘that of expediency, which is wonderfully plastic, and can be al- 
tered or entirely changed to meet new conditions. Just now 
Russia's influence depends upon the ascendency of the Em- 
press. She will be used as long aa she is useful, but will be 
promptly cast down should Muscovite interests require.

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THE LOBBY IS DISAPPEARING. 


The Republicans of Wisconsin are a virtuous Jot. In their 
platform they resolve that legislative lobbies ought to be 
abolished. 

But like many other virtuous people they are behind the 
times. In several States the lobby is obsolete: in others it is 
obsolescent. In New York, for instance, when a railroad 
company or a gas syndicate want legislation it ‘‘sees’” the 
boss, contracts for the measure, giving plans and specifica- 
tions, “puts up” for preliminary expenses, and the law is 
forthcoming C. O. D. Usually the boss is furnished with a 
general retainer before clection, so that “safe’’ men are sure 
to be returned. There is no partisanship in it. Both bosses 
deal in legislation, so that whichever way the voters vote the 
result is the same. 

Similar conditions are found in other States, and every- 
where the tendency is towards the elimination of the lobby. 
The economy of the new system will commend it to every 
patriot; besides it is a more seemly way of doing business. 
There is a popular prejudice against the purchase of legisla- 
tion, which is kept alive by the activity of lobbyists at the 
State capitals, but the boss is never “seen,” except in private. 
Hence virtuous people have nothing with which to feed thetr 
foolish notions about corruption and bribery and blackmail 
and other “‘necessary evils.”" 
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The Mayor of Pallas, Tex., has good ideas about bonds. He 
Says: 

T have been talking bonds, mainly to 
thoweht of it. The bonds not only would have to-be paid, but 
the interest also, which is hard money to pay. In one sense you 
get nothing for this class of obligation, It is rarely good policy 
for a city or an individuai to pay Interest. 

It is so very easy to issue bonds that the temptation is 
always great.

LONDON, Sent. 24-—The American Peace 
Commissioners reached Liverpool this 
morning and departed immediately on a 
special train for thls city. They are now 
at Hotel Cecil, where they will stay quietly 
until Monday, when they go to Paris. 

The instructions given the Commis- 
sioners rema.n wrapped in mystery. 5Sena- 
tor Gray, the Post-Vispatch is informed, 
said to Senatur Davis one day aboard the 
Campania: 

“The newspapers are very curious about 
our instructions, but they have not suc- 
ceeded in getting them.”’

This statement came from such a source 
that the Post-Dispatch correspondent feels 
bound to repeat it. It shows that Senator 
kK rye s siatement previously made to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent that the com- 
m.ssioners had conferences on the Cam- 
pania did not mean that they met as a 
whole, but individually. Messrs. Day, Da- 
vis and Frye were frequently together and 
were sometimes with the other commis- 
sioners individually, but there was no full 
conference until Friday night, and that had 
nothing to do with the official work of 
the commission. 


The amount of work to be got through 
before the initial meeting of the joint com- 
mission on Oct. 1 is rather appaliing. There 
are 12 large cases of official correspondence 
and documents bearing on the relations 
between Wash _ngton and Madrid prior to 
the war which have to be dealt with. In 
fact it is expected’ that the joint commis- 
sion having met on the first of October in 
accordance with the terms of the protocol 
will immeditely adjourn for a week before 
actual business ean be begun. 

The Campania docked at Liverpool at 7 
o'clock this morning. Senator Fry was the 
first to land. He was soon joined by his 
colheagues. Their passage through § the 
custom house being only a formality they 
went straight to a Special train for London. 
The only topic which they felt at liberty to 
taik upon was the violent contrast b tween 
the torrid heat they had left behind in New 
York and the chilling, biting blast that 
greeted them on setting foot in England. 
The Commissioners Wore heavy overcoata, 
while the ladies of the party were in furs 
and thick jackets. 

Senator Frye, replying to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent, said: 

“We had a pleasant voyage, Nothing of

We have a big job on 
hand and we naturally exchanged views as 
to how we can best get through with it.

The special train arriyed at Euston Sta- 
tion at 12:30 noon where the commissioners 
and party were welcomed by Henry White, 
the United States Charge d’Affaires; Mr. 
Ridgeley Carter, Second Secretary of the 
Legation,. and Gen. Osborne, the Consul- 
General in London. 

Mr. White had provided landaus in which 
the commissioners and their families drove 
tq the Hotel Cecil. They were thoroughly 
tired when they arrived at the hotel and 
retired to their rooms. Senator Gray was 
somewhat upset by the journey and {is suf- 
fering from. neuralgie: pains in his head 
which compclied him to lie down for the 
evening. 

Mr. Day received the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent in his room, where, owing to 
the cold, he had a bright fire burning. He 
said: “I am much obliged for the Post- 
Dispatch’s inquiries, I have had a good trip 
and feel all right. We start for Paris on 
Monday morning, as we want to get to 
work without delay.” 

“Will there be any conferences prelimi- 
nary to the formal meeting on Oct. 1?’ 

“We, that is the United States Commis- 
sioners, will meet, I have no doubt, every 
day. You cannot go into a conference of 
this kind without full preparation, and we 
intend to avail of every opportunity to that 
purpose.”’ 

“Will there be a preliminary Informal 
meeting with the Spanish Commissioners 
before the actual conference begins?’ 

“That I cannot answer, but I don’t ex- 
pect it. We will meet the Spanish Commis- 
sioners on October ist for the first time as 
far aes I know.’’ 

“You expect, I suppose, that the confer- 
ence will not! be prolonged?” 

“I can't tell. ‘No one can tell.” 

“In view of Mr. Chamberlain's speech at 
Danvers, Mass., would you give your opin- 
ion on the Anglo-American relations?’’ 

“No, I must ask you to excuse me and all 
the Commissioners from expressing any 
views on that question or nS in- 
ternational question until we are fhrough 
with the treaty we have come to make. 
That is our work on this side. I speak now 
for the Commission as a whole.’ 

Mr. McArthur, Assistant Secretary to the 
Commission, said in reply to the Post-Dis- 
patch. The Commissioners have received 
numerous offers of hospitality here, but 
they have decided to accept none of them. 
They will rest to-day and to-morrow, start- 
ing for Paris on Monday morning. where 
they will commence work tmmediately.”’

SPANIARDS MUST GET QUT. 


Tkey Want Too Much Time and the 
President Has Given Orders That 
They Be Made to Hasten. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—No delay fn the 
evacuation of Cuba by the Spaniards will 
be permitted be y nda time Which the health 
of the troops would be endangered by the 
occupation of the island. 

Meanwhile the United States forces are} 
being put in readiness for the occupation 
and every bureau of the War Department 
will have its supplies and equipments ready 
when the time for movement comes. NO 
time has yet been fixed definitely and none 
will be until the department is advised by 
the Military Commission that the health of 
the troops will not be in danger from the 
Cuban climate. It was stated by one offi- 
cial in War Department that troops 
would go to Cuba about the middle of Oc- 
tober, another said about the 2th of Octo- 
ber, and certainly not later than the first of 
November. 

The matter of barracks for troops has 
been cons.dered by the department, and 
Acting Secretary Meiklejohn said to-day 
that the Spanish barracks in Cuba wouid 
be thoroughly cleansed and fumigated be- 
fore being occupied by United States 
troops. No barracks that were not pro- 
nounced in-a satisfactory and healthy con- 
dition would be used. If barracks accom- 
modations already built by the Spanisn 
were not sufficient this Government would 
provide its own barracks. More care is 
being given to the matter of sanitation and 
health of the preposed Cuban expedition 
than has attended any expedition of the 
army. The department had plenty of time 
to muke these arrangements, and is williz- 
ing it for completing’ every arrangement 
necessary for successful operation. 

The officials are watching with intercst 
the progress being made by the military 
commission at Havana in securing the 
avacuation of the island of Cuba. The 
commission has been very slow in making 
reports to the War Department, but from 
the latest received it appears that the 
body will be likely to have more definite 
instructions as to procedure. It seems that 
the Spanish side has said that they could 
not begin the evacuation of the island un- 
til the first of November and that it could 
not be completed before the 28th of Feb- 
ruary next. In view of the alarming state 
of the Cubans who are suffering from hun- 
ger and the inability in the present uncer- 
tain conditions for obtaining work § the 
President has decided that he could not as- 
sent to the consumption of so much time, 
Therefore he caused the commission to be 
instructed to demand that the evacuation 
by the Spaniards begin not later than 
October 15, and that it be completed by 
December 31, next. What the result of this 
demand will be is not yet Known, but it is 
said that the administration is determined 
to tolerate no dilatory tactics on the part 
of the Spanish forces in leaving thesisland, 
although disposed to permit reasonable in- 
dulgence. 

Notice has also been taken of the ex- 
pressed purpose of the Spanish Captain- 
General to remove from the island the re- 
mains of Christopher Columbus with part 
of the surmounting monument. If a monu- 
ment is not a permanent fixture then it is 
hard to decide what is and it is possible 
that attention will be called to the infrac- 
tion of the terms of the protocol, although 
this must be done with haste in order to 
succeed in its object, as the removal is 
said to be fixed for next Tuesday. 


OCCUPATION DECIDED ON. 


Three Thousand Trrops, First of 60,- 


000, Go to Havana Oct. 20. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. G, Sept. 24.—Three 
thousand troops will go to Havana Oct. 20, 
or as soon after that date as conditions 
will permit. Gen. Miles gave out this in- 
formation to-day. Further than this, 
definite plans have not been made. 

Gen. Wade, who is now in Havana as a 
member of the Evacuation Commission, 
will command the first detachment, and 
may possibly be assigned to the command 
of the entire force, with Gen. Lee and Gen, 
Wheeler holding commands under him. 

Ultimately 60,000 troops will go to Havana, 
but their going will be regulated by the 
evacuation of the Spanish soldiers. The 
first troops to go to Cuba will be the im- 
mune regiments and regulars, The orders 
civen for the muster out of some immune 
regiments have been revoked,

harass the American army at Manila. The 
officials state to be positively untrue the 
statement that our Government had Te- 
ceived any such information, or that it ‘s 
influenced ‘by such reports in ordering the 
dispatch last week of 5.000 troops to Tre:n- 
force Gen. Otis at Manila.

With these truths firmly fixed in their 
heads, their leaders have deliberately start- 
ed on an entirely new track, one thas they 
hope will lead them to better things than 
they have enjoyed in the past.

HAVANA IS CELFBRATING THE 
FEAST DAY OF A SPANISH 
PRINCESS. 


MUCH POMP AND CEREMONY. 


The Bishop of Havena Held a High 
Pontifical at the Cathedral—Many 
Americans in Attendance. 


HAVANA, Sept. 24.—After three days of 
sultry weather, due to the presence of 
equinoxial storms and heavy rain-storms, 
the island is to-day enjoying clear, bright 
weather. the first real day of the autumn. 

The bells in the cathedral and other 
churches rang merrily this morning and the 
guns of the Spanish and foreign warships 
in the bay, including those of the United 
States transport Resolute, which brought 
the American Commissioners, belched forth 
noisy salutes of the Saint's Day of the Prin- 
cess of the Asturias, 

The public meetings, consulates and ev- 
ery ship in the bay were gayly decked with 
colored bunting and the Government offi- 
ces are closed, but the newspapers do not 
advertise, as they did in preceding years, 
the official reception at the Palace, and 
on all sides’ can be heard the remark that 
the salutes fired to-day will be the last 
fired in Cuba in honor of a Spanish Pr.n- 
cess. All the resident Spaniards are say- 
ing titsjn tones of deep regret and in other 
ways are Showing their affection for their 
country. ‘ 

The churches of the Paulist F athers and 
of Merced, well Known to American vVie«lt- 
ors, who are always struck with their 
beautiful byzantine architecture and gor- 
geous interior decorations, are to-day 
clothed in all their splendor, display.ne 
costly silke, embroidered with gems, o§8 
their altars. 

A pontifical mass, with the Bishop of 
Havana officiating, was celebrated at 8 
o'clock. Over 2000 members of the aristoc- 
racy and society of the city were present. 
The music was magnificent. 

The colonial cabinet met yesterday even- 
ing to take the last decision in the several 
matters which will be treated by the Peace 
Commiseéioners at Paris. Dr. Congosto, the 
Secretary of the General Government, as- 
sisted at the meeting. He will be the bear- 
er of the decis.ons of the local cabinet and 
will leave this afternoon on the Citg of 
Wachington.

of injunction against the ex-policeman as 
soon as he shill open his saloon. 

Their plea is that the ex-policeman is not 
an assessed tax-paying citizen and being 
so, his license is void.

IGNORANT MEN EMPLOYED. 


Considerable Unnecessary Damage 
Done the City’s Property in 
Scrubbing the Streets. 


Through the negligence of the Metropol- 
itan Insurance Co. a lot of fire plugs were 
blown up and pipes burst Friday night and 
portions of the city ieft without adequate 
tire protection. 

The Metropolitan Company has the con- 
tract for cleaning the streets at what are 
considered unprofitable terms. Under oue 
of the peculiar usages of,the strcet depart- 
ment the company is permitted to frequent- 
ly scrub the streets in lieu of Keeping them 
cleam by sweeping. 

Scrubbing not only costs the company less 
money than sweeping, but it is permitted 
to actually make money by the arrange- 
ment. 

The scrubbing is done under a ‘force ac- 
count.”’ Yhe toree of laborers is aliowed 
$1.50 a day by the ec.ty, but they only te- 
ceive $1.35. Ten perc n.is deducted by the 
company. The only excuse given for this 
is that itis the custum. i 

The Metropoiitan Comhpany mak~s 15 
cents a day oneach man employed in scrub- 
bing the streets. 

When scrubb.ng is to be done a lot of 
ag oe men are tak n on. Any oid men will 
qo because the ma.n object is to get the ]b 
cents per man rake-off. They do not know 
how to handle the fire plugs and the dam- 
age resuits. 

“It occurs about once a year,” said Com- 
missioner Holman. “The street depart- 
ment people take a notion to scrub the 


streets instead of sweeping them. A lot of 
damage is done end property left without 
protection. We always send in a bill for 
the damage and that usually puts a stop 
to it for about another year. 

‘The fire-plugs are made to open quick- 
ly. That means that they also close quick- 
ly. -The fire department men understand 
this and shut off the water gradually. 
When a pressure of from 400 to 1000 pounds 
is coming out of one of the plugs the ef- 
fect of closing the plug quickly is the same 
as that of a collision, Something must give 
way. Sometimes it is the plug and some- 
times tne pipe bursts.”’ 

‘The Metropolitan Company will have to 
pay the damages,” said Street Commis- 
sioner Miner. ‘“‘It js due to their employ- 
ing incompetent men. If they are not more 
careful they will not be allowed to scrub. 
They have an unprofitable contract. It is 
to their advantage to be permitted to scrub 
the streets. The work is done under a 
force account. They make 15 cents on 
each man employed under the force ac- 
count. That is the custom and it is all 
right. It is a good thing for the city tv 
have the street scrubbed, But they must be 
careful and not damage city property.’’ 

The damage was pretty well gcattered. 
At Fourth and Chouteau avenue it was ne- 
cessary to exchange a fire-plug. At Tenth 
and Clark avenue a plug was blown off of 
the goose-neck. On Laicas avenue between 
Kighth and Ninth a six-inch pipe burst, 
and another on Franklin avenue between 
Fourt@® and Broadway. Six or eight plugs 
were left open pn Franklin avenue west o 
Seventeenth street, and had to be shut off 


| by employes of the Water Department. 


Ordinances havegbeen introduced by the 
Zoard of Public rovements for special 
the use Of the sprinklers and 
scrubbers, but because nobody lobbied for 
them the Assembly did not pass them.

AN OLD RESIDENT OF THE CITY 
PASSED AWAY AT THE AGE 
OF 94 YEARS. 


HER MANY NOBLE CHARITIES. 


She Came to St. Louis in 1826, thé 
Bride of Col. John O’Fallon, When 
the Town Was a Trading Post. 


Rich in years and the loves of her fel- 
lows, Mrs. Caroline O’Fallon passed away 
at her home, 2813 Pine street, at noon yes- 
terday. - 

Hers was a beautiful life—a Hfe full of 
Sympathy and gentleness and wondrously 
blessed with age. She came to St. Louis 
from Maryland when a girl of tender years 
and for four 6core years her name has 
been here a synonym for goodness and 
womenliness. She was one of earith’s no- 


blewomen, and in her extreme age she was 
a joy to those who came in contact with 
her goodly life. For, though age had sil 
vered her har and furrowed the gentle 
face, it had not lessened the nobility of her 
character, nor pilfered of the strength of 
her rich, ripe mind, 

Mrs. O’Fallon was 9% years of age when 
she died, a link of life met the present and 
the past and almost until the day of her 
death her every faculty was heenty alive. 
She rembembered the day she came to St. 
Louis—a day far back in 1826, when the 
West Was yet the great Louisiana tract, 
with its savages and riches and what all 
men Knew not. St. Louis was a trading 
post, a cluster of huts on the far frontier, 
and there was then no evidence that a great 
city would rise here, any more than one 
would at Portage des Sioux, the next post 
on the north, or down at Kaskaskia, the 
next on the south. It was a supply stgtion 
for the Indians and the trappers, who came 
down the Missouri River and out of the 
Louisiana woods to the west and south to 
barter their pelts for munitions and stores, 

This was the St. Louis to which Mrs. 
O'Fallon, then a beautiful bride of 22 
years, came seventy-iwo years ago. The 
people were French, and their manners 
were French, and as Frenchm.n are weni 
to be wherever they are, it Was a gay !it- 
tie place, with its gay little times. 

Cel, John O'Fallon, a sturdy fellow fresh 
from promotion to a coloneley for bray<«ry 
w.th Harrison at Tippecanoe, camhe here in 
1816, and ten years iater he went to Balfti- 
more, Md., where Caroline Sheets married 
the dash.ng cavaiier and came to his far 
Western home, here to enter with him 
upon a union abundantly blessed. 

Col.. O'Fallon was a Government con- 
tractor. He made money and in the course 
of years he was rich. And the city grew 
with ‘his wealth. Peopte flocked to it from 
the Last and it became the great city of the 
West. 

Col. O'Fallon built a beautiful home at 
Fifth and O’Fallon streets and later an- 
other out where now is O'Fallon Park. He 
died in 1865, and such were his charities 
and his philanthropy that his name ie etil] 
revered. He gave the city the site of the 
waterworks, the Polytechnic Schoo! and the 
St. Louls University and founded Pope's 
Medical College. 

W hen her husband died. Mrs. O'Fallon 
continued the philanthropy he practised 
and among her gifts are the Methodist Or- 
phans’ Home, the site of St. John’s M. E. 
Church, South, and much of the fund with 
which the Providence Hospital was built. 
Her private charities—and in these is the 
aoe test of philanthropy—were innumer- 
avuie. , 

Mrs. O'Fallon was a woman of culture. 
refinement and retiring tastes. Her mother 
was the half sister of Frederick Dent, the 
father-in-law of Gen. Grant, 

When death came the good woman was 
surrounded by her sons. Messrs. James, 
John and Benjamin O'Fallon, with but one 
Mrs. Dr. Charies Pope, now in 
Europe, away. Mrs. O'Fallon was conscious 
until the hour of her death. She bade her 
sons good-by,. and died beautifully as she 
had lived, The funeral will occur Monday.

JAPAN CERAMICS 
ON THE DECLINE. 


Toe ceramic Industry of Japan, viewed 


from a commercial standpoint, is 

found to be suffering from a chronic 
form of decadence. The 
does not exceed 2,000,000 yen worth—the 
equal of $2,000,000 in American money— 
which, however, will decline to 1,600,000 yen 
when the value of cloisonne ware is de- 
ducted from the sum. Of the total export 
et least one-half is sent to the American 
market. Good customers for the Jap- 
anese ware as the American néeople are, 
Japan, however, supplies to them only 4 
per cent of the total volume of porcelain, 
the remaining 96 per cent coming from the 
French, German and other potters, says 
the Japan Weekly Times. 

The reason why the demand for Jap- 
anese ware is steadily falling off in Amer- 
ica is entirely due to the deterioration of 
the quality of the Japanese porcelains. And 
yet thé Japanese ware is relatively higher 
in price than the German or French wares. 
‘he price being such, with nothing partic- 
ularly recommendable in its workmanship, 
the wonder is that the export of Japanese 
ware does not decline even more. 

To what extent the industry has been re- 
duced may be inferred when it is re- 
membered that in Arita, one of the prin- 
ciple porcelain districts of Japan, while its 
output was valued at above 700.000 yen 
worth about 10 years ago, has since declined 
to only about one-seventh Deterioration 
of the quality is at the root of the trouble. 
The same remark applies to Tajimi, Soto, 
Kyoto, and indeed t6 almoet al! the places 
of old famous for their porcelains, Various;

OF FAMOUS MEN, 
A cradle in which the Emperor Napo- 
leon Bonaparte slumbered in his in- 
fancy. It is put to a charming use by its 
present owner, Mrs. Van Rensselaer Cru- 
ger; standing on a corner of her drawing 
room, it is always heaped full of flowers at 
all times of the year. Mrs. Cruger picked 
up the cradle in Paris, at an auction. 

America possesses another relic of Napo- 
leon Bonaparte—the sleigh in which he es- 
caped from Russia in 1812. It belongs to a 
Chicago lady, and has been in her husband's 
family for 30 years or more. A parchment— 
certificated, dated Aprii 7, 1816, and signed 
by a Bonaparte of Silesia—testifies that this 
ls the identical sleigh in which the Emperor 
of the French made his escape from Rus- 
sia. The harness is a wonderful piece of 
workmanship. 

Queen Victoria treasures among her relics 
Prince Charlie’s walking stick, the one 
which was migslaid by him on the morning 
of Culloden, and afterwards found in his 
bedroom. The handle of the stick has carv- 
ed upon it two heads, one representing Wis- 
dom, the other Folly. The Queen got it at 
auction for £160. 

The Empress Josephine’s piano is now in 
a London showroom. It Was made in 1808 
by order of Napoleon and presented to the 
Empress. It was stolen during the sacking 
of the Tuileries and afterward sold at pub- 
lic auction, The case is of the finest rose- 
wood, ornamented with ormolu, while the 
keys are made of mother-of-pearl and tor- 
toise shell. Napoleon’s taste is shown by 
the fact that one of the five pedals works 
a drum and triangle attachment. 

The wedding dress of the unfortunate 
Queen Marie Antoinette has lately been 
discovered in the ancient church of Kenu- 
weg, near Vienna. It has, for many gen- 
erations been the custom for Austrian 
brides to present their wedding dresses to 
a church for the adornment of an image 
of the Holy Virgin or to be made into 
vestments. 

The mirror before which Gen. Washing- 
ton made his daily toilet hag for the last 
thirty-five years been hanging in a house 
in Warrenton, Va. It was purchased at 
the sale of the personal effects of Law- 
rence Washington, a great-nephew.of the 
first President. The glass is framed in gilt, 
and at the ton, in a background of white 
and black enamel, are Washington’s coat- 
of-arms, engraved in gold, with his motto. 
“Exitus acta probat.” 

Another Washington relic is a sago pal- 
ing belonging to the White House. The 
present head gardener has looked up its 
history and verifies the fact that it was 
presented to Gen. Washington by a Balti- 
more merchant who got. it in Cuba, when 
it had already obtained a respect ®le age. 
The plant was for a long time at Mount 
Vernon, but one day Washington presented 
it to a fair visitor who admired it.

WONDERFUL WORK 
OF THE SPIDER. 


MERE are few members of the animal] 
a kingdom whose work is more mar- 
velous than that of the geometric 
spider and those related to him. Dr. Henry 
Laney of Cumberland, Md., who does con- 
siderable experimenting along scientific 
lines fora pastime, has lately been studying 
spider, that 
streams

the thelyphonides, a species of 


builds its web over water along 
and rivers, with interesting results. 

After securing the web, which, in its nat- 
ural state, is comparatively invisible for 
photographic purposes, Dr. Laney  pro- 
ceeded first to make it tenacious by spray- 
ing it with an alcoholic solution of shellac 
from a medical atomizer. Though. still 
comparatively invisible after this treat- 
ment the web could be handled with ease 
without fear of tearing it. To develop the 
beautiful work of the spider Dr. Laney, 
with another atomizer, sprayed the web 
with a solution of gallic acid, which made 
it appear as if frost had settled upon it. 
The web now seemed to be covered with 
the morning’s dew. To complete the effect 
Dr. Laney captured the spider, put him In 
the death box and then coated him with 
shellac. Deftly placing the insect in the 
web in a natural position, he was sprayed 
with gallic acid. Using black velvet as a 
background Dr. Laney succeeded in pho- 
tographing one of the most beautiful and 
delicate pictures found in nature. 

Dr. Laney says: “The spider displays 
wonderful intelligence and mechanical skill 
in making these nets. Its instinct is far 
above that of the ordinary animal; indeed, 
it quite borders on reason. When a large 
spider desires to make a web for himself 
and he has some digtance to stretch it, he 
does not swing himself, as most people 
suppose, and let the wind or his own mo- 
mentum take him where it will. He be- 
gins his web by starting the first guy very 
corner of the angle. He 
attaches to the other side of the angle, 
making a short guy. Each increases 
in length, the spider always using the last 
guy made to carry the next one over until 
he attains the position in which he wishes 
to place his net. The last guy may be ten 
feet long and the first one only a foot in

length. 

“The last two guys become the support of 
the net. These will each be reinforced by at 
least six. all laid in the one cable, for the 
thorough support of the net. After this the 
sp'der travels to the point on the cable from 
which he wants to locate his net, attaches 
the web to that point and lets drop to the 
next guy. thereby laying the first angle guy 
of the net. Then he crawls back over this 
same guy to the top again and repeats the 
act until he has spun eight strands, which 
makes 32 angular divisions in the net. All 
spiders, as I have obeerved, make the same 
kind of a net with the same number of 
strands and divisions.

“Here comes the most comic feature of 
net building—the test of the durability of 
the work by the epider himself. As soon 
as the net ts finished he puts every guy 
through the severest test by sharp, brisk 
jerks, seemingly sufficient to tear the 
whoie net to pieces. The spider's antics 
just then are certainly amusing. If th® 
spider finds the web is not taut he will go 
to the end of the guy rope, stretch it until 
the net suits him and reattach the guy. If 
the net still seems loose from the center, 
the guy will be carried from the center to 
geome convenient point to give the net its 
proper shape. 

“The nets are perched so as to catch mos- 
quitoes and emall insects. The struggles of 
the prey generally seriously damage the 
nets. The spider himself in the morning 
demolishes the rest of the web for the day, 
with the exception of the main guy ropes, 
retires to a secluded quarter and again ap- 
pears late in the afternoon, about 4:30 or 5 
o’clock, and renews his net. It requires 
him ebout an hour and a half to construct 
the ordinary web. This work is done every 
day, rain or shine. and both male and fe- 
male spiders are equally industrious. The 
baby spiders are taught industry, begin- 
ning net building right after their birth. 

“While building his net the spider takes 
no notice of the accumulation of insect life 
in its meshes, and when his work of build- 
ing is finished he pounces upon them raven- 
ously, consuming them in toto. You cannot 
knock or blow these spiders out of their 
nets, nor can they be taken unawares. 
When they fall their own net is attached to 
them, and they can almost touch the water 
and then quickly run back on the silken 
string which they spun while falling. The 
web is always attached to them. When the 
main guy of the net becomes too full of 
insect debris for convenience and comfort, 
the spider goes out, consuming all before 
him, and at the same time spinning a fine 
web behind, entirely renewing the guy. 

“The silken thread is first liquid, but In- 
stantly becomes solidified when it comes in 
contact with the air, and when the spider 
drops out of his net, as if falling, it is in 
deed funny to see him run back again in an, 


instant over the thread which he spun while \ 


falling.’

BRIGHT STARS ON 
AUTUMN NIGHTS. 


HE skies of September and October 
1 are among the brightest of the year. 
Who has not seen “the great Orion 
sioping slowly to the West?’ Who has not 
watched the brilllant Scorpio, now disap- 
pearing in the southwest, and awaited the 
coming of the beautiful Pleiad Sisters? 
The constellation of Auriga, containing Ca- 
pella, a white star of the first magnitude, 
Taurus will soon be in sight. 


and 

The circumpclar constellations are a'ways 
vis:ble, and for this reason are among the 
best-known groups in the heavens. These 
appear to revolve about the North 
in 24 hours and also once a year, 
all the other celestial objec's, 
@re constantly changing their 
At 8 o’clock Ursa Major, or the 
dipper,’’ so familiar to all, is now 
below and west of Polaris, the 
north star; Draco, the dragon, that forms 
a 6emi-circle around Polaris and the little 
dipper, is west and above with his heud 
near the meridian, while Cassiopea, the 
conspicuous figure of a chair, is half way 
to the zenith from the east. Perseus, con- 
taining the changeable demon star Algol, 
is rising in the northeast. Andromeda com- 
prises the line of etars from Algol to tre 
nearest corner of Pegasus. 

Of the equatorial constellations, Bootes, 
the hunter, who drives the bear around 
the pole, containing the brillant Arcturus 
of the first magnitude, is high in the west, 
the last named star midway between the 
horizon and zenith; Corona, or the North- 
ern Crown, has passed the meridian, while 
Lyra, identified by the bright first magni- 
tude star Vega, is near the genith. The 
Northern Cross, or Cygnus, the Swan, its 
approaching the meridian to the north, 
and the great square of Pegasus occuplia 
the eastern sky. Hercules is the large an- 
guiar figure between Corona and Lyra. 
In the southwest are the easily traccabie 
figures of the serpent colling In an 
proximate ‘semi-circle from Corona down 
toward Scorpio and @agitterius and up 
nearly to Aquila. Within this fold is the 
serpent bearer, whose head reaches a'most 
to that of Hercules.

The latter group and the 
Pleiades, 12 degrees above, are the finest 
naked eye clusters in the hiavens. 


East of Aqu'la is a small but distinct 
diamond cluster, familiarly known as Job's 
coffin. It is now near the meridian. 

July ard August were honored by the 
presence of Venus and Jupiter in the west- 
ern sky in their greatest brilliancy. It is not 
often that these two most brilliant of he 
planets are to be teen so close together and 
under such favorable circumstances. Ju- 
piter has already disappeared, not to be 
seen again for several months, and then 
as a morning star, but Venus may be seen 
till ctober 1, near the western horizon, 
immediately after sunset, as the most gor- 
geous object of the heavens. The devoted 
observer bids a sad farewell to these two 
glorious d'amondce of the sky. Saturn is 
to be seen in the upper part of Scorpio 
10 degrees above Antares. His brilliancy 
is slightly greater than that of Antares. 
Uranus is also in this constellation, but is 
not easily visible to the naked eye. Nep- 
tune is near the tip of the lower horn of 
Taurus, but is always a telescopic object. 

Mars will continue to be a morning star 
until Oct. 17, but he is too near the sun 
to be visible. During the winter he will 
appear as an evening star, easily recogniz 4 
by his redness. 

Venus will continue to be an evening star 
until Dee. 1, but will be lost in the sun's 
rays after the ist of October until the 
middle of winter. Mercury is seldom seen, 
as it is 60 near to the sun, but at times of 
greatest elongation it can be seen as a 
bright sparkling star just after sunset or 
just before swnrise, It is now morning star 
until Oct. 19. tr 

Now Is the time of keenest delight for 
the astronomers, professional and amateur. 

The beauty of the heavens is enhanced 
by the natural clearness of the atmosphere 
during the months of September and 
October in this latitude. 


BEST PINEAPPLES 
THRIVE IN CUBA. 


N OWHERE on the globe do pineapples 


thrive as in Eastern Cuba, where 

the conditions of soil and climate 
bring ‘“‘the golden apples of Hesperides” 
to absolute perfection; yet the pineapple 
industry has never had much attention in 
this section. Here is another chance for 
the enterprising Yankee. A tract of unoc- 
cupled land, extending as far as one can 
see, may be bought for a few dollars and 
turned into a fruit farm, the virgin soil 
of unparalleled richness being capable of 
producing every tropical growth. Shipping 
facilities are already established at Bara- 
coa and several small ports, and if the 
land touches the Yumuri or some other 
river, so much the better for its owner. 
Until one has seen the golden glory of a 
pineapple plantation he can think of no 
more attractive sight than a sugar cane 
field, glistening pale yellow under the tor- 
rid sun and billowing in the gentle breeze 
like a wind-swept sea. But even more 
fascinating is a field of pines, each great 
“apple” guarded by a circle of glittering 
sharp-edged bayonets. The Florida pine- 
apple leaf is so sharply serrated that the 
thought of getting around among them 
suggests a field of torture. Evolution seems 
to have progressed further in Cuba, for in 
the older and more carefully cultivated 
plantations the saw teeth that edge the 
long pointed leaves have mainly disap- 
peared. 

Before the war it was the elght of @& 
lifetime to go out to Marianao, a suburb of 
Havana, and there drive through an estate 
which had 80,000 pineapple plants In full 
bearing. Over in Nassau they call the 
pine plantations “groves” and “orchards” 
as if they were trees. Whether groves or 
fields, the plant is about the same, produc- 
ing one of the most luscious and popular 
to man, for which there is 
constant and ample demand. Like most 
things worth having, the golden “pines” 
are not easy to get at. A very short stroll 
among the stinging leaves will lead you 
to sympathize with the New Yorker, who, 
after a visit to Marianao, said: “You do 
not mind the first 200 or 300 sticka and prods 
from the needle points of the bayonet leaves 
as you cross a field, but after a while your 
tortured cutis can endure no more, and 
your remarks about the plneapple crop are 
likely to be prejudiced by present sore- 
ness." 

A plant produces only one pine at a time. 
The fruit thrusts itself upward in the mid- 
dle of a mass of long, narrow and sharp 
arched leaves spreading forth from a cen- 
tral stalk, precisely like those of the Agave 
Americana, or ‘‘century” plant, with which 
everybody is famililar. The etem is 18 
inches to two feet in height. 

The same plant produces a second apple, 
and a third, and so on through several 
bearings; after which a new plant must be 
started from the “slip.” Nothing is easier 
of cultivation or requires less capital and 
previous experience, and few crops bring in 
greater or more certain returns, 


MODERN WARFARE 
IS VERY BRIEF. 


HE war between Spain and the United 
States was ended on Aug. 12, having 
run a less than four 


months. All recent wars in which im- 
portant members of the world’s family of 
nations have been pitted against each other 
have been of a short and decisive character, 
says the Review of Reviews. Last year’s 
war between Turkey and Greece began 
April 17 and was terminated by a truce pre- 
liminary to a final peace treaty at the end 
of four and a half weeks. The Greeks had 
thought that their superior navy and the 
eaprit de corps of their people would offset 
the great superiority of the Turkish army. 
But the Greek fleet accomplished next to 
nothing, and the invasion of the Tyrkish 
army was irresistible. The war between 
Japan and China showed the great su- 
periority of the Japanese both on sea and 
land, with the result that a war which be- 
gan on July 3, 184, was ended by the utter 
defeat Of China after eight months. The 
great War of Russia against Turkey. which 
began April 34. 1877, came to an end with 
the Russian army lying just outside of Con- 
stantinople nine months later.

N this age of lightning progress things 
develop and disappear with meteeric 
quickness.

The book left the publisher’s 
hands two weeks after the battle of Man. 
lla. Necessarily many of the importan 
events of the war are not to be found tn 
its pages. There i# no reference to a Cuban 
campaign, even to the contemplation of 
such by the a rs States Government, 
which certainly "was in contemplation be- 
fore or at the time the history came from 
the press. The Spanish-American war 
covers one-half of a page in the new book. 
The latter is written by John Bach Me- 
Master of tne University of Pennsyivan‘’« 

After a paragraph on the rele! extended 
by the Americans to thg starving Cubans, 
there are two lonely paragraphs that deal 
with the war. In the judgment of the au- 
thor this paltry amount of information ts 
sufficient for the purpose. The paragraphs 
are as follows: 

THE MAINE DESTROYED.—While engaged 
in the humane work of relieving the ‘‘reconcen- 
trados"’ and other starving inhabitants of the 
island, the people were horrified to bear that on 
the might of Feb. 15, 1808, our bettlesbip 
Maine was hiown up ip the barbor of Havana 
and 268 of tir sailors killed. Although our 
court of Inquiry was unable to fix the respon- 
sibility for the explosion, many people believed 
that it had been perpetrated by the Spaniards, 
and from ‘tb ement the hope of a peaceable 
settlemen se Cuban question § rapidly 
waned VW declared to exist by act of 
Congt oss anc roclaimed by the President. 

WAK WIT: »VAIN—THE BATTLE OF 
MANILA.—While a fleet which had long been 
at Key West went off and blockaded Havana 
and other ports of the coast of Cuba, another 
fleet wonder Commodore George Dewey satled 
from Hong Kong to attack the Spanish fleet at 
the Philippine Islands. Dewey found {t fn the 
harbor of Manila, where, on May 1, 1808, he 
fought and won the most brilliant naval battle 
in the world’s history. Passing the forts at the 
entrance, he entered the inner bay, and with- 
out the loss of a man or a ship, destroyed the 
entire Spanish fleet of ten vessels: killed and 
wounded over 600 men and captured the forts 
on shore and at the entrance to the bay. 

Here the history comes to an abrupt end, 
It looks strangely suspicious, some people 
Bay, that the book was rushed tnto print 
and gotten before the school authorities of 
Pennsylvania so that it would be accepted 
as a text book, In order that a second 
book could be afterward rushed through 
Kiving the complete history of the Span- 
ish-American war up to date. At any 
rate, the present book is highly unsatis- 
factory as presenting a coherent or com- 
plete account of the most important and 
decisive conflict of modern times. Ita 
hasty preparation {is evident, for many 
strange slips occur. It does not give the 
date of the war proclamation, although it 
mentions that such a proclamation was is- 
sued. The Red Cross is not mentioned, nor 
ig there any reference to a continuance of 
the war after the fall of Manila. In facts 
if this history were to suffice to teach 
the rising generation, they would not know 
that an American had fallen in defense of 
his country or that we have Santiago and 
Porto Rico. 

This is the quickest move in history 
writing ever made.

BIG TELESCOPE’S 
MARVELOUS DOME, 


HE Yerkes telescope, the biggest in 
the world, will have the finest abode 
that money can buy and architect- 

ural skill design. This building, which ta 
located at Lake Geneva, Wis., is nearing 
completion, and will soon be ready for the 
inspection of the devotees of science, It ts 
picturesque and the design is unique. The 
observatory is in the form of a Latin cross, 
the extremeties comprising three towers 
or domes. The length of the building ia 328 
feet. and the main dome, under which the 
great telescope will repose, is 9 feet in 
diameter, 

It is in and around this main dome that 
the chief interest centers. The two other 
towers will contain telescopes, the ene 12- 
inch and the other 16-inch, but these do not 
begin to compare in size and importance 
with the #-inch monster under the main 
dome, 

This main dome revolves on a circular 
track, carried by the tower walls. This wae 
the ingenious way in which the architect 
surmounted the difficulty in constructing 6 
dome which it was necessary to give the 
telescope free play in sweeping the skies. 
Like the turret of a warship, the dome from 
whence protrudes the great Yerkes instru- 
ment can be moved at the will of an op- 
erator so that the telescope points In any 
direction desired. The device for swinging 
the dome around ts a very simple and con- 
venient one. The track is a rail resting on 
A& cast-iron girder bolfed to the masonry. 
The wheels by which the dome revolves on 
the track are 36 in number, and the jour- 
nals ere fitted with roller bearings, and 
are so constructed that the wheels adjust 
themselves to any chance inequalities in 


the track. 

Resides the difficulty of constructing this 
revolving dome, piece by piece, there waa 
the delicate work of erecting the telescope 
and the machinery by which it is operated, 
All this was done slowly and methodically, 
and without accident. The likelihood of an 
accident was so great, however, that those 
in charge of the work have been in @ fever 
of anxiety since it began, and only gow 
that the worst Is over are they beginning 
to breathe freely. 

Of the monster that Is housed In the great 
dome, Prof. George E. Hale, director of 
the Yale Observatory, says: 

“In addition to the ordinary appliances 
for actuating the quick and slow motions 
and clamping the telescope, & corm plete 
<ystem of electric motions, clamps and t- 
juination is provided.

Not another word of Egypt would he say 
save in regret for what he had already 
epoken. 

*‘In October of the same year, 1885, I was 
journeying home to see my people who had 
thought me killed at Khartoum. In France 
while on a train I learned that the Empress 
Elizabeth was at Pau, a health resort, 
where we would stop. 

“It was about 9 o’clock when I sent up 
my card at her hotel. She was traveling in- 
cognito; as was her preference, and she 
had only one lady with her.

“Not long ago, when riots were feared in 
Vienna over the fights in the Reichrath, 
Elizabeth quieted the people by going 
among the crowds after night, alone and 
with just a plain dress and a peasant 
woman's shawl over her head. 

“This incident might be regarded by some 
as only a political trick, but it was nothing 
of the kind. She did it through love of 
her people and to show them that she had 
confidence in their good intentions or feared 
nothing from the crowds, while some men 
barred their doors. And then ehe was prob- 
ably actuated by a desire that was ever 
with her—to see the plain people as they 
are and to taste of their joys and sorrows. 

“In Paris, in 1868, when she, ae young 
woman, was slashing a shopkeeper 
with a whip because he, not knowing her 
evidently, had refused to get her a brand 
new carriage, when a French detective 
came up and explained matters.

The Empress wanted to go in a 
hurry to the Continental Hotel, and the 
driver declared that his horse could not 
go that far. He demanded his fare on 
the spot. The Empdess gave him 500 francs 
and commanded him to go into the ghop 
in front of which they had stopped and 
order her a carriage with two horses, 
which she would purchase for 10,000 francs, 

“Because the shopkeeper was not in the 
Carriage business and said he could not 
get the vehicle for her the Empress started 
to thrash him. 


“After the explanation the shopkeeper 
sent for his own private carriage, for 
which he was handsomely rewarded. But 
when the Empress got to her hotel she 
found the money she had given the shop- 
keeper awaiting her with one of his cards 
and a polite request for the honor of sell- 
ing her some of his wares.” 


One of the Captain's duties as officer of 
the day required his attention after re- 
lating the Paris incident. While walking 
to the guardhouse he again deplored the 
death of the Empress, and pronounced a 
malediction on her slayer. 

Capt. Waldeck is more interesting to the 
Officers of his regiment aga one of Uncle 
Sam's soldiers than as a foreign nobleman. 

They know that he is a Baron, or at least 
they do not discredit his title in public. 
They also know that he has seen service in 
three of the world’s armies and had the 
Dutch lion bestowed upon him for excep- 
tional bravery in South Africa; for this 
part of his career they admire him as one 
brave man admires another. 

But the enlisted men don’t know any- 
thing about the Captain's military record;

The Captain’s English is hard to under- 
stand.

“We teach the children how to do plain 
stitching, hemming, basting, over-handing, 
running, potching, darning, feather-stitch- 
ing, cat-stitching, chain-stitching and how 
to work button holes. During the sewing 
lesson the children will be taught how 
thread is made, how needles are made, 
etc. We will have an exhibit of cotton 
at the school and we will explain how cot- 
ton is grown, picked and finally how it 
comes from the manufacturers woven into 
cloth. The children will be given cotton 
seed to plant. . 

“We have two large, very large dolls. 
Whenever a child does a piece of work 
extra fine we will allow her to work on 
some of the dolls’ clothes. If she runs 4@ 
seam well, then she will be given a plece 
of muslin to make a skirt out of. If she 
hems well, we will let her hem a skirt 
or something else. Two of the principal 
things to be taught are how to sew on 
hooks and eyes and how to work button- 
holes. 

‘Hooks and eyes look nicer and stay on 
better when they are sewed on with but- 
tonhole atitch. To do this first tack youf 
hook or eye on 80 as to hold it in place, 
Then begin to sew. Instead of pulling the 
thread straight through, let the needle go 
between, as in the chain stitch. This 
makes the hooks and eyes look very nice. 

‘In starting to work a buttonhole, the 
first thing to be done Is to cut the button- 
hole. Then overhand it to keep it from 
ravelling. Now, overcast the edges and be 
sure that the work is even. If not you 
will have to take it out and do it over. 

“Very little of the work will be Iillus- 
trated on the blackboards, although to a 
certain extent it will have to be done. Take 


for instance a pattern. It will be drawn on 
the board, to give the children a better ides 
of it, and the dimensions given. This will 
help them more than all the talks without 
illustration will. There are so few things. 
however, that can be illustrated by «a black- 
board drawing that it will not be a feature 
of the Domestic Science class. 


“The last lesson, before the cooking les- 
sons begin, will be “How to Care for Table 
Linen.’ This is something that very few 
people understand. When a cloth or nap- 
kins are stained with fruit, tea, coffee, 
grease or anything else, they should be 
immediately taken off the table and the 
stains removed. When a cloth has a smal) 
hole or tear, it should be darned before 
being used again. 

“Bome recipes for removing stains aret 

1. Fresh fruit stains will disappear if the artic 
is stretched over a bowl and belling water 
from a heignut upon the stain. 

2. Wine stains ¢bould be covered Immediately 
with a th.ck layer of salt. 

8. Medicine etains usually yield te alcohel, 

4. Linen with a stain of tea, coffee of cocoa mus 
never be placed tn bot soap ends, as this fixes the 
colot permanently. Clear bolling water will ofted 
remove fresh coffee and tea stains, although ft is 
safer to aprinkle the stain with borax and soak is 
cold water first. Old cocoa end tea stains require 
extreme treatment. Place on such etaios a emall 
piece of washing soda, tie it in the cloth and bell 
for half an hour. 

5. Meat juice on table linen can be removed Dy 
soaking in cold water, followed by soap. 

6. Mildew—Strong soap euds, a layer of soft 
goap apd pulverized chaik, or one of chalk and 
salt, are all effective if, in addition, the moistened 
cloth be subjected to strong sunlight. 

“These recipes have all been tried time 
and again and have been found sucetetul 
in every case, If the stain does not come 
out there haa been some mistake in the 


treatment of it.”

EN yeare ago I was worth $80,000; 
I carried $36,000.62 in cash in @ 
hand satchel from Memphis to St. 
Louls on a steamboat and kept it In that 
old trunk for a week. Now I have a ‘debt 
of $11,000 on my back, my son-in-law is 
suing me for $5000 for false imprisonment 
and the lawyers are trying to put me out 
of the house in which I raised my children, 
But with my teams and the help of God 
I'll get on top again. The day will come 
when I'll be working 40 teams instead of 
four, and every dollar that my old man 
owed will be paid.’’ 

This is the brief, but comprehensive in- 
troduction to her story of a mother’s bat- 
tle with the vicissitudes of life, told by Mrs. 
Ella Grant, widow, aged 40, who occuples 
two rooms in the modern two-story house 
numbered 4266 on Page boulevard, 

When William Grant died three years 
ago his widow banished from her mind 
all recollections of former ease and afflu- 
ence and nobly entered into the struggle 
before her. 


The hand bag which had once held a 
king’s ransom in the other days,became the 
receptacle for the widow’s midday lunch 
when she made her rounds of the jobs at 
which her teams were working. 

The big house was rented—all save two 
rooms, one for hersélf and one for Mollie,

pride of her heart who had just turned 18 
and was the one remaining unmarried 
child out of five. 

The roomy, well-lighted cellar, former 
store-house for great loads of family sup- 
plies and good things became a lodging 
place for the widow’s teamsters, for there 
is scant profit In the hauling business and 
boarding the men would yield an appre- 
clable addition to the income. 

There is no external evidence of advers!i- 
ty about the boulevard residence. It is as 
handsome as those surrounding it in that 
aristocratic neighborhood and no lawn for 
blocks around’ is better kept than Mrs. 
Grant’s. 

The square, red-pointed stable which oc- 
cupies the full width of the 50-foot lot in 
the rear is visible through the interstices 
of a lattice over which trail morning glor- 
ies and moon flowers, 

“Even my own daughter, Mollie, went 
back on me to make more trouble for her 
old mother. She ran away and got mar- 
ried, and I have never seen her since, 

“It is her husband that Is suing me. It 
does not worry me to be poor and it does 
not worry me to be sued. The only thing 
that bothers me is to have my respectable 
name mixed up with the likes of them in 
the papers, bad luck to them. 

“My mother told me that when a child 


deserted me to let it go, and eo Mollie and 
her husband wedded in an evil hour, can 
go their way and be as strangers.”’ 

*“‘How do I manage the business? Why, 
just like a man would, of course, else I 
wouldn’t get anything to do.. I learned that 
from my old man, and I got acquainted 
with all the contractors and construction 
companies when he was alive. But he wae 
too much of a business man; his ideas were 
too big, and then you had to watch him 
when the money was coming in, for he 
would go on filghts of a month at a time 
occasionally and spend thousands of dol- 
lars in that time. 

“He made most of his money on levee 
work in the South. He worked 60 teams 
around Memphis for two years and during 
most of that time I was boarding the men 
and taking in $62 a day. It was during 
this time that I carried the $36,000.62 to 
St. Louis in a hand satchel. The old man 
was at home sick and I drew the money 
when pay-day came around and brought it 
to St. Louis, 


“All of our money was lost in bad invest- 
ments in land, and the house was mort- 
gaged to keep up some grading work near 
New Orleans, for which we never got paid, 
through the crookedness of a Government 
contractor. 

“I'll steer clear of such things. I will not 
make any bad investments. Every cent I 
get goes into the debts, and that’s the in- 
vestment you can’t lose in. I know every 
man in the contracting business in St, 
Louis and what Is financial standing is. 

“I get work from them just like a man 
does, by going and asking for it. They all 
know Mrs. Grant, but they give her work 


because she keeps good teams and not be. 
cause she is a woman. 

“I get $3 per day for each team and pay 
half of that to the driver. It takes close 
shaving to make a profit out of the re- 
mainder and you have to know a heap 
about teams to do it. I know all about 
mules and how to care for them to prevent 
illness. When a mule dies that knocks your 
profits out for weeks. I make something by 
boarding the men. They pay % a week. I 
feed them on the best of plain grub and 
carry hot dinners to them every day, no 
matter where they are working. The boys, 
as I call them, sleep In the basement and 
I do the cooking down there, too, 


“We get along very nicely, in spite of 
Mollie and her husband. What do you 
think charging false imprisonment when I 
caught him here myself, and he ran away? 

“Humph, there are two covers to a book: 
if he wasn’t guilty why did he run away. 
Well, he will never get the $5000 or any 
part of it, for I'll carry the case all the 
way up if necessary until I get a square 
deal. You only need to know the locality 
where they are living to know them. Show 
me your associates and I'll tell you your 
character. ‘Birds of a feather,’ you know. 

“It’s a long road without any mud In it, 
and it’s about time Mollie was striking the 


soft places. But they can mire hub deep 
for all I care, Pi not help them out. 


“Of course, I am not saying who took ft, 
but $130 that I had saved up to meet a note 
disappeared from the trunks and so df 
some sheets and some tea.

eer. isoGiee, was born in Ludlow, Ky., in 
1858. He and his mother left Cincinnat and 
moved to Texas in the latter ‘60s, and he 
hecame inured to frontier life and liked it. 
During the Kuklux trouble in the South in 
1874 he joined the reculars at Quincy, Iil., 
hut soon aftérward came to Bt. Louis. He 
was in this city when calied to join his 
regiment in the South. His military life 
was uneventfui at that time. It is his career 
wiyh Gen, Custer that is the most interest-

“On the day of the battle,”’ says Mr. Mc- 
Gee. “I was orderly to the officer in com- 
mand, Gen. Custer. I was only 18 then, wore 
no beard, and kept myself as neat as possi- 
ble. I‘suppose that is the reason ] was oOr- 
derly. In fact, I often held the position. 

“You see, we were pitted against the 
flower of the Sioux tribe, and all of us 
knew it. Gen. Custer ought to have Known 
it. and if he did he simply sacrificed his 
men unnecessarily—but that is another 
etory. 

“We had attempted a flank movement on 
the enemy. Gen, Reno and Gen, Custer 
compared watches and set them alike. [ 
did not hear what they had to say when 
they set their: watches, but I afterwards 
learned that the agreement or understand- 
ing was to make the onslaught in a cer- 
tain length of time. I was with Custer, 
and before we had gone one mile—no, it 
was perhaps less than that—Gen. Custer 
found that he could not make it in that 
time, and calling me, said: ‘Orderly, go 
back to Gen. Reno and tell him to wait 4 
minutes longer.’ He asked me if I thought 
I could find the way, and I replied that I 
thought I could, as the trail was very 
plain. He oalled the trumpeter, a German 
named Wagener, and gave him the same vr- 
der. He then made us both repeat our or- 
ders. We did so, and as we started off he 
pointed out to us what he deemed a short 
cut, and suggésted that we go that way, 
instead of followirg the regular trail. 

“We proceeded, and the German wanted 
to go the way the General suggested, but 
7 thouxnt there might be a few redskins 
lurking about the vicinity and told him I 
Was not going that way. He said in a good- 
mtured way that he was, as the General 
told him. .to,-and darted into the forest. I 
had not gone more than 3800 vards when I 
heard the most terrific yelling imaginable, 
mingled with. the crac of carbines. I 
knew it was alk up with Wagner. He was 
shot-all to pieces, and if you ever read in 
the history about the man of Custer’s com- 
mand who was found about three-quarters 
of a mile away, he was the one—the poor, 
good-natured German trumpeter. 

“IT went on as I started. congratulating 
myself on my narrow escape, Just as I got 
within sight of the soldiers my horse was 
ehot and it fell. My carbine was in my sling 
at my side, but when I was thrown over his 
head as n result of the sudden stop. my arm 
being through the rein, I was jerked back 
when the horse suddenly rose to his feet. As 
J regained my composure I was shot through 
the left lew near the knee. 

She peencoued through the pandemonium as 

rapidly as possible, and was soon tn sight 
of several Indians, and knew they were 
shooting at me. My horse was shot through 
the lungs, aleo, about this time, and it was 
With the greatest difficulty that I could get 
him to his feet. I saw one buck shoot at me. 
and I fired at him. Iam not cert@in whether 
T hit htm or not, but he dropped, and £00n 
another appeared in the same place. Per. 
haps it was the same one, but I am a good 
' shot and wouldn't miss a man 580 feet awav 
in those daya one time out of a million. TY 
made as good progress as possible, and soon 
got to the side of Gen. Reno. I shouted mv 
orders to him as loudly as possible. but he 
only yelled back: ‘It's too late, orderly, take 
care of yourself!’

right legs and side. I was shot all three 
times before I got to Gen. Reno, however. 
At that time Custer and his men had been 
wiped out, I guess, and I was the last man 
he spoke to, 1 suppose, or at least I am the 
last living man he spoke to. Gen. Custer 
was a brave man, but was one who would 
sacrifice anything in the interests of his per- 
sonal ambition. I have seenshim pictured in 
this battle with long, flowing hair. He did 
not wear his long at that time, but had it 


cr pped ehort. 

“Another thing I noticed that ia 
wrong in the picture of the battle, and ac- 
eounts of it, and that Is that we had sa- 
bers. We did not. We had discarded sabers 
three weeks before. I notice an article !n 
September McClure’s referring to the wag- 
ons of soldiers on this occasion, There was 
not a wagon within 100 miles. 

“All mv company was killed in the battle 
except myself, but I was young and full of 
fire and vigor and did not have enougn, 
remained in the army and fought under 
Gen. Miles the following year. I was in the 
battle of Bear Paw Moustain with him, and 
was in charge of the horses. 

‘That reminds me of a good Indlan story 
I can tell and spoil for you. 

“In the command was one white horse. 
The others were all sorrels. I had charge 
of nearly all of the company horses, and 
after assigning them for the march I took 
the white one For some reason I deliber- 
ately left him standing in our abandoned 
camp, ready saddled, and started to the 
rear. When we had got 10 miles away and 
itched camp I was asked where the white 
Corse was, and told them, when reminded 
of the fact, that I had left it behind The 
officer told me that I would have to go back 
after it, and 1 agreed. When asked if I 
was afraid I replied that I was not, batl 
was, just the same, for the darkness was 
almost thick enough to cut, and there 
were innumerable buffalo trails in the vic- 
inity to throw one off. I went, nevertheless, 
and knew that there was a gulch on one 
art of the trail which would have to be 
ee lline § It was five miles from where I 
was to start, and the white horse was three 
miles further. 

“I pushed into the cactus and over the 
hills as best I could, and in a short time 
the traveling became easier, as the traff 
became plainer.’ At length, thanks to the 
instinct of my horse, I came to the gulch, 
and upon making my horse jump it I found 
to my delight and surprise that the other 
horse was there waiting for me. I made 
him jump to the side he belonged on, but 
when there he began to get unmanageable, 
and I could not catch him. I actually pur- 
sued him for miles and miles and until 4 
o’clock the following morning. About day- 
light I found that I was away off the trail, 
and upon scaling a small mountain, saw to 
my horror an Indian camp only a few hun- 
dred yards away. Coming directly towards 
me were several bucks, leading their 
horses. My hair went up and I crouched 
down behind my horse, hoping and pray- 
ing that the white animal, which I had 
finally succceeded in capturing, would make 
no noise. On and on they came, treading 
the ground with a noiseless touch which 
made their approach all the more awe-in- 
spiring. I thought I had escaped death for 
lo! those many times only to jump into 
the jaws of it at last. I guess I was re- 
signed to my fate, but I had my six-shooter 
out ang fully intended to use it. Presently 
the Indians wheeled around and went in 
arfother direction, and when JI looked at 
them again saw that they were our own 
Indians and that I had been in no danger, 
after all. 

“Our camp was only a_ short distance 
away, across Mussel Shell Creek, which 
runs into the Missouri River. 

“Speaking of Gen. Miles,’’ said Mr. Mc- 
Gee, changing the subject, “I have fought 
with him many times and know he is a 
brave man. but he was not a good General 
in those days. I have had so many experi- 
ences that I have become quite a cynic and 
think everything is a result of chance, or 
accident. I think it was an accident, in 
the first place, that he ever came out of 
some of his battles alive. I think it is 
also an accident that he ever became Com- 
mander of the United States army. 

“As to my experience with Custer,” he 
resumed, when the subject was recalled by 
the reporter, ‘“‘I never like to have it known, 
for I am not fond of notoriety. I have 
learned from the various accounts of the 
fights that I have seen that history sadly 
errs when it comes to facts, sometimes, as 
it has in this instance. After I found that 
my commander had been killed and my 
friend, the trumpeter, met his fate even 
Seooner than the man whose orders he was 
carrying, I was sick at heart; but I was 
grateful to the English soldier named Sta- 
pleman, who pulled me from behind my 
dying horse and dragged me up the hill be- 
hind Gen. Reno, by mv ear and hair, and 
saved my life, even if he did come near 
making me lose {t in the effort. 

“IT got over the wounds and am now 
drawing a pension from the Government. I 
gave up soldier life and have since been 
mining and doing other things In the West, 
including newspaper work. I am not a 
young man, at least not in experience, but 
I do not look old. I have never had a 
picture taken since 1886 10 years after the 
battle of the Little Horn. I am not stuck 
on myself, you see. Sometime IT would like 
to tell you the whole story of the battle.” 

Mr. McGee has accepted a position as 
traveling salesman for a St. Louls whole- 
sale house and will make his home here in 
the future. He is unmarried. a man of light, 
wiry build, wears no beard and has gray 
eyes. H's hatr is tinged with gray, which 
form an attractive contrast with his youth- 
ful-looking face.

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T. LOUIS is to have an unprecedented season of classical music during the coming winter. Lovers of the 
oratorio and the dramatic cantata will have their tastes catered to by two strong choral societies instead 
of one, as in former years. 

The programmes as now arranged provide for 13 concerts—seven choral and six orchestral. 

The two societies in the field are the St. Louis Choral-Symphony, under the direction of Alfred Ernst, and 
the Philharmonic, just organized, with Joseph Otten as conductor. The Choral-Symphony concerts will be 
given in the High School Auditorium; the Philharmonic concerts are to be given at the Exposition Music 
Hall. 

Financially, the affairs of the Choral-Symphony are to be conducted as of old, and in this regard the new society will 
follow the example of the older organization. The radical difference between the two lies in this, that the Philharmonic 
concerts, three in number, will be choral, and six of the ten Choral-Symphony concerts will be orchestral. 

Prof. Otten, who was conductor of the Choral-Symphony for 15 years (from 1879 to 1894), says choral concerts will 
always pay expenses at least in St. Louis, and that orchestral productions caused the deficits which regularly faced the man- 
agement of the Choral-Symphony at the season’s end. ‘ 

Both Ernst and Otten aver there is no discord between them, and in this they are corroborated by members of both organ-

There is no busier man in St, Louls at 
this time of the year than the Superin- 
tendent of the Public Schools, He has 75,000 
school children in his charge. In the late 
afternoon of every day Mr. Soldan has a 
little army of visitors. .There are teachers 
who come to the superintendent for advice, 
parents solicitous for the eare of their 
children and boys and girls who have 
grievances to adjust and ariefs to assuage. 

Thursday afternopn there was a youngster 
in who wished to be transferred to the 
next higher grade, because he wags the only 
boy tn his room wearing long pants. He 
thought it made him look ridiculoug to be 
strutting around in long breeches where ail 
the other boys wore short ones, and !t hurt 
his dignity, too, to see all the long-trousered 
boys in the grades above him. His idea of 
scholastic graduation seemed to be that the 
longer the pants the more advanced the 
pupil, and he was not a bit ashamed to 
state his reasons for wishing to be ad- 
vanced. He was heard very conesiderately 
and advised, in substance, with all the 
kindness in the world, to roll up or cut off 
his pants. 

The Superintendent of Instruction passed 
Thursday morning at the Jackson School 
conferring with the principal in regard te 
the course of study for arithmetic and in- 
specting the work in the various rooms. He 
found the workmen busy on the new site 
for the school, tearing down the old builde 
ings and making preparations for laying the 
foundation of the new. 

The St. Louls Soclety of Pedagogy prom 
ises to be of muah interest to teachers ang 
patrons of the schools this year. 

While the society will adhere closely to ite 
original subject, “Science in Teaching,” it 
will emphasize strongly the self-culture idea 
along attractive lines. The open Monday 
evening sessions, heretofore held once @ 
month, have had a decided pedagogic turn, 
This year there will be introduced features 
calculated to interest every one.and adding, 
for those not engaged in the course along 
strict professional lines, an enterialining 
feature, Application blanks, accompanied 
by a prospectus of this year’s work, nave 
been sent by Secretary Westfail to all the 
schools, including the private end suburban 
schools, and it is hoped to in this Way exe 
tend the professional acquaintance of the 
members through the society. 

Bids for the construction of the Jackson 
School were solicited this week and they 
will be opened Oct. 1 at the office of Duild- 
ing Commissioner Ittner. It wee expected 
that this building would by thie time be 
well under construction, but because of & 
mistake in the figures of Contractor Btaf- 
ford, to Whom the contract was given, it 
has been necessary to delay the work until 
a new lot of bids are solicited. 

Building Commissioner Ittner has distribe- 
uted copies of the new set of janitor rules 
which he recénUy formulated. They have 
received the approval of the Board of Edu- 
cation and contemplate many little Ime 
provements in this branch of the achool 
service. There are two new and emphati¢ 
rules concerning the ventilation of the 
schools. Every door and window in the 
buildings, weather permitting, must be 
opened an hour before each day's session 
of the schools and another hour in the 
evening. Another new rule is that the 
ventilating apparatus shal] be put in oper@e- 
tion at 8:30 o'clock each morning and run 
in its full capacity through the day. Mr. 
Ittner, in another rule, takes precautions 
against contagious and infectious diseases 
in the families of the janitors. The rule 
says “he must report such case at once t@ 
the principal of the school and the commige 
sioner of School Bulidings, together wit 
a written statement from the attendiag 
physician, stating the nature of the disease 
and whether or not the patient is isolated, 
what other precautions have been 
and if it will be safe for the janiter & 
perform his duties in the school.” j 
The kindergarten work tn the primary 
rooms is given much more attention this 
year than heretofore Two long, low tables 
have been placed in each of the primary 
rooms, and the iittle people stand around 
them and 4@o their kindergarten work open 
them, greatly facilitating the work.

Two well-dressed, attractive women en- 
tered the counting room of a newspaper at 
10 o'clock yesterday afternoon. They stood 
talking together several moments and then 
one of them approached a window and 
handed in the following:

As the woman received her change she 
turned and apparently seeing the tall, dark 
man for the first time, tripped to his side, 
caught his arm and chirped: 

“Hello, Dad; come, help me, I’ve lost my 
money. 

“Dad” insisted upon being told all about 
it. They withdrew to the window recess 
and talked earnestly.

A few minutes before this the two women 
and the last mentioned man had been 
walking through the east aisle of the first 
floor of Barr’s store.

EF, 4 TROUBLES 
AMONG SOLDIERS. 


RANULATED eyelids Is an affliction very 
common in the army. It is highly con- 
tagious. It is the cause of three-fifths of 

the blindness in the world. Whether in civil or mil- 
itary life it is greatly to be dreaded. Concerning 
the nature of this disease the general putiic 
knows ext ‘o nothing. 

Ata recent meeting of the Academy of Medicine 
of Cincinnatt Dr. Francis Dowling read a paper 
on “The Hygiene of Granular Conjunctivitis, 
with Special Reference to the United States Mil- 
itary Service.” In part he said: 

‘"~he great role which granular conjunctivitis 
plays in the causation of biindness renders its 
successful management one of the great desiderati 
of our day. Granular conjunctivitis is a disease 


that is not eonfined to any country, but may be 
found, like poverty, in all quarters of the globe. 
Its great hot-beds are in some of the countries of 
the Orient. 

“The malady attacks particularly the poorer 
classes. 7 

Certain races are particularly liable to the dis- 
ease, as the Irish and the Jews. These latter are 
said to carry it with them all over the worid, and 
transmit the liability to their descendants whcr- 
ever they live. The disease is more frequent in 
persons between the ages of 15 and 4 years. In 
ehildren under 6 years it is quite rare, and the 
game may be said of people over 60. 

"So destructive is it to the sight that it will be 
safe te say that three-fifths of the bljindness 
throughout the world is directly or indirectly due 
to this disease. 

Zehnder states that in Finland, in the year 1866, 
the proportion of the blind was 1 to 348 of the pop- 
ulation, and the principal cause was granulated 
lids. 

Haynes Walton says that graunlated conjunc- 
tivitis is the most common cause of blindness In 
Ireland. 

According to a recent report published in the 
Transactions of the American Opthalmological 
@ociety, & per cent of the blind in the State of 
New York owe their condition to this disease. 

When once this affection has secured a good 
foothold, the patient is handicapped for life. 

‘““Phe spread of this disease is favored by the 
dwelling together of many persons, as in barracks, 
on shipboard, etc., whereby the communication of 
the contagion from one person to another is 
facilitated. This communication is, as a rule, 
effected by the common use of such ar- 
ticles as towels, eponges, washing water, etc., 
from one or more who may have the disease, 
causing it to spread to others who may be 
healthy. 

“At Mayence in 1819 an epidemic of the disease 
broke out, and one-third of the Prussian army 
was attacked by it. 

“Contamination of air through defective ven- 
tilation favors the spread of this disease. Muel- 
lef says that there is no danger in remaining a 
whole day in a ward filled with patients afflicted 
with this disease, but the night ought not to be 
spent in euch a situation. He believes that the 
defective ventillation at night increases the in- 
fectious quality of the air. In schools where 
there are boarders, those who sleep at the insti- 
tution are more liable to contract the disease 
than the day scholars. 

“The first account we have of this disease ap- 
pearing among soldiers dates from Napoleon’s 
Egyptian expedition. . At that time 382,000 men, 
nearly his whole army, were affected by it, as 
were alec t’.. British troops, who were in Egypt 
a@t that time. 

‘During the 20 years following the disease 
spread through almost all European armies. 

“In the British army in 1818 there were more 
than 6000 blind invalids as a consequence of this 
disease. 

“In the Prussian army, from 1813 to 1817, between 
20,000 and 25,000 men were attacked, of whom 150 
lest both and 250 only one eye. 

“In the Russian army, between 1816 and 1839, 
16,000 men were affected; of these 876 lost one eye 

“In Italy 1500 soldiers were attacked with the 
and 654 lost both eyes,

“In 1849 the disease first appeared in Portugal, 
in eight years 10,000 soldiers were afflicted 


and 
with it, 

‘‘In 1848 the disease visited Denmark, and in Co- 
penhagen, out of some 6000 soldiers, 1000 were af- 
fected. 

‘In the German army recruits who are thus af- 
fected are rejected. 

“As in the army, 60 also in the navy this dis- 
ease occurs, and in the nayy it has raged with 
much greater severity than in the army. In 1875, 
in the Austrian navy, about every sixth man had 
the disease. 

“It is essential to prevent the overcrowding of 
the barracks. For washing purposes, each sol- 
dier should have his own wash basin and his own 
towel, or still better, instead of a basin, each one 
should wash in running water furnished with fau- 
cets. In our army the soldiers wash in common in 
large troughs. 

“The soldiers who may be affected with gran- 
ular conjunctivitis ought to be isolated from the 
healthy ones—that is, placed in separate barracks 
—and these quarters ought to be thoroughly fumi- 
In this 
way, and only in this way, in connection with 
the proper treatment, can the disease be stamped 
out. 


“Every one suffering from the disease should 
be sent to the military or naval hospital and 
treated until cured. 

“No soldier or sailor should be dismissed from 
the army or navy until thoroughly cured, when 
puch a cure is at all possible. 

“In this way the spread of the disease among 
civilians from the military may be prevented. 

“The treatment usually recommended for this 
disease consists in touching the everted lids with 
one or more of the astringent and caustie appli- 
cations in either the solid form or in golutions of 
various strengths. The most popular of these is 
the sulphate of copper. Next in order of popu- 
larity and usefulness comes the mitigated nitrate 
of silver, in stick or solution. When used in solid 
form it should be washed off after being applied, 
as, otherwise, by continued use, it is apt to leave 
scars and thus produce puckering of the tarsal] 
mucous membrane, 

“I have tried several forms of treatment, but 
have been most successful in touching the gran- 
ulated lids with the solid stick of mitigated sil- 
ver, and then immediately washing it off, than 
with any other remedy. This I do twice a week 
in old cases and on the intervening days I rub in 
an ointment composed of atropia sulphate and 
yellow oxide of mercury. I also am particular 
to correct any trouble of refraction that, may 
exist. This latter is very necessary, for the rea- 
son that if any error of refraction complicates the 
case, and be not attended to, the granular condi- 
tion will persist under all sorts of treatment. 

“In addition to the local treatment, I invari- 
ably give some general treatment in the shape 
of tonics and alteratives,”’

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PHOTOGRAPHING SOUND 


TO TEST ITS INTENSITY. o 


OUND can be photographed. Prof. A. 

G. Webster of Clark University, 
Worcester, Mass., demonstrated this 

at the recent meeting of the American As- 


sociation for the Advancement of Science. 
“How loud is a sound?” was asked. No- 
body could answer. Prof. Webster brought 
into view an- apparatus which served as an 
absolute standard of comparison. The vol- —

ume of any sound can be determined to a 
nicety by means of waves made by reflected 
light. It may be possible to pursue an echo 
to its source and find out all about it. A 
modified form of the instrument may be 
placed on shipboard to denote the approach 
of other vessels. 


The mechanism by which Prof. Webster's 
machine records sound ready for measure- 
ment is comparatively simple. It consists 
of a set of movable mirrors and prisms 
which act in conjunction with a dia- 
phragm. One of the principles involved in 
this part of the process is hundreds of 
years old and was discovered by Sir Isaac 
Newton. To. illustrate it suppose that light 
is admitted through a pinhole shutter into 
a very dark room. Introduce into the panel 
of light any opaque body, as a Knife blade 
for example, and,* observe the shadow 
which it casts on a white screen, we shall 
see that the edges of the shadow are 
fringed with colored light. The light in 
passing by the edge or back of a 
razor, or block of marble, or a bubble 
of air in glass is in each case affected the 
same way. ‘This is because light always 
is inflected, or, more poputarly speaking, 
refracted, when it passes by the edges of 
bodies. But it is rarely observed in or- 
dinary circumstances because when light 
comes from various directions the colors 
composing it overlap and are reduced to 
whiteness. Any transparent substance of 
excessive thinness reflects brilliant colors, 
Examples are seen in thin laminae of air 
occupying cracks in glass and ice, and the 
interstices betwen plates of mica, also in 
thin films of oil on water and alcohol on 
glass, but most remarkably in soapy water 
blown into very thin bubbles, 

The same effect is produced if a lens of 
slight convexity is laid on a plane lens, and 
the two, after being placed together by a 
screw, are viewed by reflected light. Rings 
of color may be seen ranged around the 
point of contact. The smallest rings are 
broadest and most brilliant, and each one 
contains the colors of the spectrum in thelr 
order. These are commonly called New- 
ton’s rings, because Sir Isaac Newton first 
investigated their phenomena, This prin- 
ciple of inflection then, and a modification 
of the instrument used in producing New- 
ton’s rings are in the new  appa- 
ratus for measuring sounds. Within a smal] 
equare box Prof. Webster has placed sev- 
eral mirrors and prisms in such a manner 
that Newton’s rings will be projected 
against a moving sensitive photographic 
plate. On one side of the box is a globe- 
shaped resonator, inside of which is a sensl- 
tive diaphragm made of a very thin giass 
plate. The slightest sound will cause this 
diapraghm to vibrate. On the inner side 
of the diaphragm is attached a very smull 
circular mirror weighing a fraction of a 
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gram. When a sound, however slight, en- 
ters the resonator or receiver of the in- 
strument the didphragm, and consequently 
the small mirror, vibrate backward and 
forward, and a small beam of light is sent 
careening about among the other mirrors 
and the prisms, and is made finally to re- 
solve itself into a series of colored fringes. 
These fringes are projected through a se- 
ries of slits in a screen until by the time 
the Nght reaches the photographic plate it 
takes the form of a waving line, This way- 
ing line is projected on a screen by means 
of a lantern, and may be viewed, if neces- 
sary, by a number of persons at once, as 
during the meeting of the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science 
So, as Prof. Webster jocularly remarked, a 
deaf man easily might distinguish the dif- 
ference between the sounds, while a blind 
mean could not. 


Some really startling results were shown 
on the screen. Thus the vibrations pro- 
duced by a tuning fork were shown in the 
form of very regular waves across the 
screen. Some vowel sounds projected into 
the receiver were depicted in a very ir- 
regular waving line, showing that it is im- 
possible for any person to hold the voice 
evenly while pronouncing a letter or word. 
This is a point for singers and musicians 
generally to ponder over. A draught in the 
room produced an effect which resulted ina 
series of rather irregular curves, having a 
downward trend. Silence manifested itself 
in a series of very regular fine waving lines. 
Ability to hear or see silence might occasion 
some surprise, but the record proved simply 
that there were sounds in the atmosphere 
which the human ear could not hear. Lord 
Rayleigh, after some experimentation, de- 
termined that we are capable of hearing 
sounds of an intensity less than one-mil- 
lionth of an atmosphere. Some idea of tha 
capabilities of this new instrument may be 
gained from the fact that the little mirror 
mentioned will move backward and forward 
over even so slight a distance at 1-100,000 of 
an inch. 

Prof. Webster’s new machine may prove 
of great scientific value. It has recorded a 
sound of one six-millionth of an atmos- 
phere at a distance of 20 feet. At 45 feet 
that same sound, then reduced to one 
twelve-millionth of an atmosphere, was re- 
corded. On the other hand, the sound of 
a whistling buoy seven and a quarter miles 
away was egsily recorded. The pitch of this 
sound and the distance away were deter- 
mined by the instrument. And this brings 
up the question of its utility on vessels, If 
the sounds made on a vessel could be re- 
corded on other vessels carrying such an 
apparatus, the probability of a collision 
would be very much lessened if the collision 
itself were not rendered absolutely impossi- 
ble.

(curative treatment). We have @ royal road to 
bear exhiliration in @ game that can be 
played all the year round, independent of atmos- 
pheric vicissitudes, during all the seven ages of 
man, by delicate young girls as well as by strong 
athletes, and even by decrepit old men, whage 
declining powers do not admit of severe exer. 
tion. To be more explicit, I may say that in 
all affections marked by slowing oxidation or in 
those consequent upon intoxication by the prod- 
ucts of organic disassimilation the game of golf 
is to be recommended as the best auxillary meth- 
od of bringing about a cure. 

“The obesity and degeneration of middle age, 
when the biceps have diminished and ene’s en- 
ergy is waning, may be helped by devotion to 
gcif. The further tendency of the exercise is te 
do away with gout, headache and dyspepsia, 
while its hygienic and therapeutic consequences 
are admissible in heart and lung affections. Al- 
though moderation {is advisable in such circum- 
etances there can be no doubt of the benefit de- 
rived in some cases of cough and nervous as- 
thma. 

“But it is pre-eminently in functional nervous 
diseases that our great Anglo-Saxon game is to 
be recommended, both as prophylactic and cura- 
tive. No exercise or recreation is better for the 
mentally overworked, the hysterical, the melan- 
cholic; none helps to preserve the concerted ac- 
tion of eye, brain and musele known as the 
psychological moment; none, perhaps, with the 
exception of swimming, gives one so good an ap- 
petite; there is not a more sovereign remedy for 
dyspepsia, and, as to insomnia, such a thing 
scarcely exists among the devotees of golf. Im- 
provement in appetite and digestion has come un- 
der the notice of nearly every one connected with 
a golf club. Only two years ago the breezy air 
of the Newport golf-green caused such an im- 
provement in this respect that the members of 
the club discharged a French for a negro cook, 
whose dishes were considered more wholesome 
and better suited to a golfer’s appetite.” 


CHANGE WITH THE WEATHER. 

HE season has come when one day may 
be summer and the next day winter; when 
one day a fellow may perspire in negligee 

anc the next shiver in flannels and top-coat. It Is 
a season full of perils for the unwary, People 
who are susceptible to weather changes have 
need to be on the alert. 

Such persons Dr. Washington ‘West, Jr., of 
Belleville advises to be ready to do a lightning 
change act at short notice when the mercury in 
the thermometer gets to cutting capers. 

“Whether a person is affected by sudden 
changes of weather at the season when such sud- 
den changes are most to be expected depends 
largely on how he ds constituted and his habits, 
Some persons wear almost the same weight un- 
derwear the year round, and seem impervious to 
changes of weather. I never wear flannels my- 
eelf, and I seldom am bothered with weather af- 


flictions. 

“Rut many people are very susceptible to the 
weather. It behooves such as these to be extra 
careful at this season, when a warm day is 
apt to be followed by a cold, damp day, These 
changes are favorable to the development of 
bronchitis and catarrhal pneumonia, which may 
lead to worse troubles. Care should be taken to 
anticipate weather changes and prepare for them 
by donning suitably heavy elothing. Wraps 
should be worn in the evening. Drafts should 
be avoided and the dangerous habit of riding be- 
side an open window in a street car should be ¢s- 


chewed.”

Phe fact that ice appears transparently clear 
is NO proof that it is pure; even such ice may be 
the most dangerous, As far as appearance goes 
the most dirty looking ice may be freer from mie 
crobes than the most transparent looking piece. 

It 1s @ fact that freezing does not kill mi 
crobes; that they will retain all their deadly ec- 
tivity for weeks, months or even years, It is also 
a fact that ice companies obtain their ‘supplics 
as near the cities as possible from rivers and 
lakes, and then they cut ft as near the shore as 
possible. Considering one moment the more or 
less contaminated gendition of water near all 
great cities, one can peadily see that there is 
but one protection against pathogenic bacteria 
in ice. This ts distillation and sterilization of the 
water before it is frozen. 

I do not know whether ice of this kind 
be obtained in 6t. Louis, 

Much malaria is due to the use of infected ice, 
especially our home product, taken from Creve 
Coeur Lake, other lakes near-by and the river. 
F'ispecially are the lakes charged with decaying 
vegetable matter in vast quantities, and wher- 
ever this is, there is the malaria germ. Ice taken 
from such sources may contain ft; introduced tn. 
to the human organism in the form of ice water 
or any other form it will rapidly become active 
and multiply, and the result will be malaria) 
fever in some form, 

Typhoid fever may be developed from 
ice. This typhoid bacillus has been found tn the 
London sewage; in that of Berlin, and can be 
found in the sewage of any great city. Anybody 
can readily understand when such sewage is 
emptied into a river or lake, and the ice supply 
is taken from such a source, what the conse. 
quences may be for the consumer, 

Bacterium coli consumnis is ever Mable to be 
present in the water of lakes or rivers inte 
which the sewage of a city, is emptied; this 
water frozen will introduce contaminated ice: fa 
tal to the consumer. 

How many cases of disease and how many 
deaths may be annually attributed to this one 
source of evil, contaminated ice? The ice supply 
of our eity would afford a most interesting study, 
which, when carried out systematically, with re. 
sults published, might lead to the creation of a 
new public office—that of an inspector of ice.

PROPER ATTENTION TO THE HAIR AND SCALP. 


ef Dermatology, Woman's Medical 

College, New York Infirmary; Chief 
of Clinic and Instructor in Dermatology, 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, in his 
@reat work on the hair, says: ‘‘Attention te 
the care of the hair and the hairy scalp is 
of special importance to those who belong 
to families in which premature baldness is 
hereditary, and it cannot be given too ear- 
ly. We should, therefore, instruct the par- 
ents as to the importance of giving atten- 
tion to their children's heads. so that the 
matter-may not be delayed too long, and 
the hair fall out when it-is too late to 
stop it. Dandruff is regarded by most peo- 
fle as merely an annoyance, and if not ex- 
ceasivea, in neglected. If we could convince 
the laity that dandruff its the chief cause 
of baldness they would eagerly seek re- 
Hef. the disease could be eagily checked 
and the day of hair fall very much delayed. 

“The care of the hair ia important, not 
only to those with an inherited tendency 
to baldness, but to all who wish to preserve 

* their hair in good condition, and if prop- 
erly attended to it will be a prophylactic, 
not only to diseases of the hair proper, but 
also to parasitic troubles of all sorts. 

“The hygiene of the hair and scalp con- 
Sista in the proper use of the shampoo: in 
brushing and combing; tn arranging the 
hair; in the exposure of the hair to light 
and air; in cutting and shaving it; and itn 
the use of pomades. We-should watch 
over the hair from earliest infancy, and 
instruct our patients as carefully in regard 

. to ite hygiene as we should do in regard to 
matters of general hygiene.

“The proper manner of shampooing the 


head is as fvliows: Chouse some good soap, 


and with opplenty of warm water 
make a good lather on the head and 
rub the head vigorously with the fingers or 
with a rather stiff, long-bristled brueh. An- 
other excellent liquid soap is composed of 
Castile soap 80 parts, bicarbonate of soda 
2% parts and water 100 parts. A very little 
of this makes an abundant lather. If the 
Scalp is very sensitive to irritants borax 
and water may be used instead of soap, or 
& mixture composed of the yolks of three 
eggs beaten up in a pint of lime water. 
When the head has been thoroughly 
shampooed wash out the lather with a 
copious supply of warm water, or when 
practicable with alternate douches of 
warm and cold water, and then dry 
both scalp and hair with a good bath 
towel. When all is dry rub on the scalp, 
not on the hair, a sinall quantity of unc- 
tuous substance, such as sweet almond oll 
or vaseline. 

“Care must be used In drying the hatr, 
especially by women, who should sit before 
an open fire or in the sunlight, when doing 
it, and should not dress the hair until it is 
perfectly dry. To oil the scalp the hair 
should be parted and the oil rubbed in 
along the part, then another part made, 
and the operation repeated, and so on until 
the whole scalp is gone over. In using a 
fluid olf! a medicine dropper will be found 
convenient. SBhould there be an excess of 
oll upon the hair, a condition which is dis- 
agrecable to many, it may be removed read- 
ily by pulling the hair between the folds 
of a towel moistened with ether, chloro- 
form or cologne water. 

“Of far more importance than shampooing 
is Lhe use of the brush and comb, and much 


more care should be given to the selection 
and use of these common toilet articles than 
is usually bestowed. Too often they are 
badly made, and generally, especially with 
men, they are used in a very prefunctory 
manner, The brush which is to be used 
upon an infant’s head should have long 
soft bristles, so as not to scratch or irrjtate 
the tender scalp, and should be employed 
simply in smoothing and polishing the hair. 

‘df the disease has not proceeded too 
far, we may sometimes stay its progress, 
If the scalp is so tightly adherent to the 
subcutaneous tissues that it does not read- 
ily slide upon them, we cannot hope to 
better the condition. A well marked his- 
tory of heredity renders the prognosis un- 
favorable. We can best watch the progress 
of the case by having the patient save ail 
the hair that falls from his head for three 
days, putting each day’s fall by itself, and 
then counting the pointed and cut hairs, if 
the case occur in a man, or the hairs over 
and under six inches if the case occur ina 
woman. If the uncut hairs of a man or the 
hairs under six inches of a woman exceed 
one-quarter of the mass the disease is pro- 
gressive, and the prognosis is unfavorab!/e, 
If under one-quarter this prognosis is bet- 
ter. 

‘Shoemaker recommends that to persons 
in apparent good health, who are uncon- 
eciously losing their hair, either mercury, 
tincture of ignatia or sulphurous acid 
should be administered. Nther the M- 
chioride of mercury or ealome! is given by 
him for a short period, and then the tinc- 
ture of ignatia in ten-drop doses three 
times a day, with a bitter tonic, and thus 
the treatment is varied from time to time, 
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according the patient's condition. He 
aleo advises the use of oleate of iron locally 
in these cases. The use of jaborandi or 
pilocarpine would seem to hold out some 
hope for the cure of this affection. In 1879 
two remarkable cases of hair growing on 
perfectly bald heads were reported by 
George Schmitz, after using two or three 
hypodermics of pilocarpine for some eye 
disease. In one case the man was 60 years 
old and quite bald, and yet a vigorous 
growth of gray and black hair took place 
and covered his scalp. In the other case 
the man was 34 years old, with a small 
bald spot upon which the hair grew 80 as 
to cover it. Cottle speaks highly of the 
power of the following lotion to etop the 
falj of the hair, namely:

The Germans made an effort to in- 
troduce the mark, and a large consignment 
was landed at Apia for a German firm. 

Rival business houses were prompt in 
showing the Samoans that the mark 
weighed less than the shilling and that 
they would be the losers by the introduc- 
tion of the coin.

MISSOURI POLITICIANS FIGURING 
UP THEIR ASSETS AND 
LIABILITIES. 


CAMPAIGN NOW OPENED. 


Majorities and Pluralities Have Varied 
Considerably During the Last 
Four Years. 


Politicians of both parties are taking 
stock of their assets and liabilities in Mis- 
sourl, The ups and downs of politics in the 
State were not striking until 1894, when 
something happened, In that year the Re- 
publicans carried the State by a plurality 
of 3000 in a total vote of 230,000. This was 
a surprising result, but it was no clew to 
the relative strength of the parties. It was 
a slump year all around, and Missouri was 
affected by general conditiong prevailing 


over the entire country. 

In 1892 a total vote of 540.860 was cast for 
President, Cleveland receiving 268,398, 
against 226,918 for Harrison, a Democratic 
plurality of 41,480. Cleveland’s percentage 
was 49.62, against 41.95 for Harrison, the re- 
mainder, 8.43, being a Populist vote of 41,213 
and scattering, 4331. 

In 1896, when political feeling ran high, 
the vote rose to 674,019, an increase in four 
years of 133,159. Bryan carried the State 
by a plurality of 58,727. He polled 363,667; 
McKinley, 304,940. The Democratic percent- 
age was 63.95, the Republican 45.21. Only 
889 scattering votes were cast. In this elec- 
tion the Democrats gained 95,269 votes, the 
Republicans 78,022. The Democrats minor- 
ity in 1892 was 4064, while in 1896, when the 
Populists fused on the Bryan-Watson com- 
bination, Bryan’s majority was 57,838,

Just think of George La Blanche, Jack 
Dempsey’s old conqueror, stealing rides 
around the country in freight cars. He 
was stealing one last week near Greenfield, 
Mass., and was thrown off in the Hoosac 
Tunnel and nearly killed. It is said he 
was trying to work his way to San Fran- 
cisco, where his mother and sister. reside. 
La Blanche is a historic figure in the box- 
ing world, belonging to that old school 
which flourished in the early 8’s and of 
which he was at one time regarded as one 
of the brightest exponents. For a number 
of years he made New York his home, 
meeting all comers in the middleweight 
class, and he was regarded as invincible 
until his great fight with Jack Dempsey, 
which took place at Larchmont, L. lL., in 
March, 1886. This was for a $1500 purse and 
$1000 a side, Dempsey winning after a hard 
fight lasting thirteen rounds, both men be- 
ing severely injured by the small gloves. 


Three years later the two met again at 
San Francisco, and La Blanche won in the 
82d round, using the pivot blow. In this 
fight Dempsey conceded 10 pounds in 
weight, the Nonpareil coming in at 151 
pounds. This was Dempsey’s first defeat 
in the ring, and, strange to relate, the re- 
sult apparently eSded the careers of both 
men, for, while Dempsey started on the 
down grade after his defeat by Fitzsim- 
mons, the victory of La Blanche was the 
turning point in his career. La Blanche, 
already feeling the effects of dissipation, 
plunged into excesses, and the fight with 
Dempsey was practically the last in which 
he made a showing which attracted great 
attention.

ARROYQ Aug. 10.—We arrived on the steamer 
Stillwater.

We geceived orders to leave Sunday night 
from Ponce and had only about three minutes to 
roll our blankets. This place is Gen. Brooke's 
headquarters.

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Business With the Banks Is 
Good--Bonds and Stocks in 
Demand---Of Interest to 
Bankers, Brokers 
and Investors. 


Business during the past week has been 
good. Various banks report an increased 
demand for money, and rates have hardened 
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Some call loans have been made as low 
as 4 and 442 per cent, but the majority of 
loans call for5 and even 6 percent. Dis- 
count on commercial paper has ruled at 6 
to 7 per cent, and most of the banks claim | 
to be well loaned up, though there is a! 
plentiful supply of money for all legitimate 
business purposes. Clearings have been 
at ita larger than during the previous 
weer, 

in last Tuesday’s edition we printed a 
short item notifying banks of an easy way 
of securing small bills, which, especially 
at this season of the year, are hard to get 

A number of banks have already taken 
advantage of this opportunity to secure 
bills of small denomination, and several 
hundred thousand dollars in gold have this 
week been deposited by St. Louis banks 
with the Sub-Treasurer at New York, and 
the coveted bills have been paid over to 
the banks by Treasurer Small, These bills 
are sometimes forwarded from Washington, 
and at other times are ordered to be paid 
out from the local Sub-Treasgury. 

The demand for small munmy from both 
city and country Is very heavy and large 
snipments of silver are sent daily to the 
South and West. In one day alone during 
the past week, $151,040 in silver coin wus 
shipped South, and an additional $100,000 
was sent to the Treasury at Cincinnati. 
This shipment to Cincinnati was only one of 
several made to that city in the last few, 
weeks. 

A heavy demand for small bills and frac-| 
tional currency is a sure indication of good 
business. Owing to the prevaience of yei- 
low fever in the South, we are now supply- 
ing some parts of the country usually 
looked after by New Orleans, as a number 
of Southern cities have quarantined against 
that city. 

Certificates of deposit to the amount of 
$760,000, issued to various national banks 
of the city, have been rcdeemed so far this 
month, and in nearly every case biils of 
small denominations have been paid out 
for the redeemed certificates. 

The country demand for currency 1s 
caused by the movement of crops, and es- 
pecially is this true of the South, where ‘he 
harvesting and marketing of the cotton 
crop causes heavy demands for small 
money. 

Business with the various bond and stock 
brokers has been fairly good, with a healthy 
demand for gilt cdged stocks and ponds. 
Bonds are in light offering, with more 
buvers than sellers in the market. 

Bank stocks have held firm, with but few 
stocks changing hands. A number of tnese 
stocks will sell ex-dividend during the pres- 
ent week. 

Among the important events with local 
investors last week was the meeting of the 
stockholders of the National Linseed Oil 
Co. last Tuesday at the Mercantile Club.

CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 24.—Ex-State Sen- 
ator J. €, Richardson, President of the 
Haldeman Paper Co., who was shot yester- 
day by his brother-in-law, W. J. Halde- 
man, in his office at Lockland, is still alive 
to-day, but his age is a cause for fear that 
he may sot endure the shock of the 
wounds.

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APLES, THE BEAUTIFUL, MAY 
MEET THE FATE OF POMPEI 


River of Fire Fifty Feet Deep and Nearly Half a Mile Wide Flowing From the Craters of 
Vesuvius and Moving Irresistibly Toward the Sea.

NAPLES, Italy, Sept. 24.—Vesuvius con- 
¢inues belching smoke and flames and lava. 

A panic prevails at Torre del Greco, which 
4s on the coast, three miles from Resina. 
This place has a population of 25,000 happy- 
go-lucky Italians, whose greatest industry 
4s selling relics, guiding travelers, telling 
impossible stories to Americans and sell- 
ing nauseous wine. 

here are watchmen posted on the hills 
by which the lava must flow, ready to give 
the alarm. Science has added to the security 
of the Vesuvians by giving them the tele- 
graph and telephone. If this town is to be 
destroyed there need be no 1o0s6 of life if 
the people will only leave in time. But fa- 
miliarity with danger has made the Vesuvi- 
ans incredulous, and often it is too late be- 
fore they start. That was the case at Her- 
culaneum and Pompeii, where no lives need 
have been sacrificed. 

The present outbursts of the mountain be- 
gan with loud rumblings that suggested in- 
ternal earthquakes. The Vesuvians knew 
what was coming, and soon a mountain of 
solid black smoke, almost as big, it seemed, 
as Vesuvius itself, hung over the principal 
cone. 

Then hissing, seething and spluttering, 
fearing the face of nature, burning green 
vineyards and orchards and swallowing up 
every trace of life or vegetation, two rivers 
of molten lava descended from Mount Som- 
ma to the north, 

RIVER OF LAVA 50 FEET DEEP. 

The largest of -t“ese streams is 750 feet 
wiae, or about the width of three city 
blocks in St. Louis, and about 50 feet high. 
Tt advances like a huge. serpent at the rate 


of 11 feet an hour. 


It is headed in the direction of the sea. 
It moves steadily onward with a mechani- 
eal regularity that is appaling. The extent 
of its journey must depend upon the mass 
of lava that Vesuvius vomits. If the out- 
put stops then must the fiery river cease its 
flow, but as long as thousands of tons of 
molten rock pour from the crater must the 
stream push its way onward, leaving, no one 
can say how much, havoc in its path. 

The red hot river proceeds with an awful 
roar. It is a dull purple by Gay, the hot lava 
cooling rapidly on the surface. As it splits 
up in moving the red hot mass is revealed 
here and there. 

By night the lava has a different color, 
the red showing clear through the cooled 
surface. It is of an angry blood color. It 
lights up the country for 20 miles around, 
It is so hot, this burning river, that one 
cannot go nearer than 200 yards to it, and 
even at that distance the heat is almost un- 
bearable. 

But the point that interests .the Vesuvi- 
ans most is the question of where the dead- 
ly river wll halt. There are three lava 
gtreams descending respectively toward the 
villages of Vetrana and Crocelle and the 
town of Resina, 

The last-named is seriously threatened. 
It is a place’ of 13,000;inhabitants, directly 
on the coast and five miles southeast of 
Naples. It is almost on the site of an- 
Herculaneum and it is built upon 
lava. It has not been seriously hurt by 
Vesuvius since 1631, when a violent erup- 
tion wrought much havoc there. It is a 
place which many Americans visit while 
exploring the Herculaneum excavations. 

The Vesuvian peasants on the hillsides are 
the most apathetic people in the world. The 
temperament that allows to till the soil 
and plant vineyards on the side of a vol- 
cano that may destroy them at any mo- 
Ment, is one that is not easily disturbed. 
Ordinarily when old Vesuvius—‘‘the chim- 
mey of hell” they call it~begins to fume 
and fret and rumble they do not go to the 
trouble of crossing themselves. They 
on making their coarse sour wine 
Selling it to such strangers 
complices and relatives, the guldes, deliver 
up to them. 

REFUGEES AND SIGHTSEERS. 

But now, at last, they are thoroughly 
@larmed. They are not waiting for the 
front of the lava stream to push them out 
of their homes. They are moving out with 
whatever they can save, leaving the lava 
to devour their cottages and outbuildings 
and vines. Hundreds of cottages, the sole 
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The eruption may end in the destruction of a 
city numbering half a milllon inhabitants and of 
a country round about rich almost beyond con- 
ception in fertile fields and fruitful vineyards. 

It may now as easily bury Naples as in the 
year 79 of the Christian era it buried Pompeii. 

From lava, which destroyed Herculaneum, 
Naples has little to fear, because there is a val- 
ley between its site and the mountain which 
would check the flow of a molten river, but from 
ashes and pumice and the hot water that the ; 
mountain emits eight or ten miles distance affords yy 
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are entirely safe are making so much 
money out of the sightseers that they re- 
gard the eruption as a lucky event. Hotel- 
keepers at Resina and Torre del Greco, who 
are themselves frightened, are gathering 
in as much money as they can before the 
lava comes their way. 

*“‘We must charge big prices,’”’ said the 
keeper of a pension at the last named town, 
“for we may be destroyed, and after that 
we must have something with which to 
rebuild.’’ 

Last night the outline of Mt. Vesuvius 
was lost in the darkness, except when a 


dazzling electric discharge lighted up the | 


panorama. 

Over the central cone hung the vast char- 
acteristic pine-shaped mass of smoke and 
ashes, motionless, like @ great evil bird 
hovering over the peninsula, Occasionally 
came flashes of bright red and then flashes 
of purple and gray from the gigantic fur- 
nace in the bowels of the mountain. And 
every now and then the crater vomited 
volumes of ashes and huge stones. 

By these bombardments 56 persons have 
been wounded. The advanced shelter and 
restaurant of Cook’s tourists’ agency, 
which is near Vesuvius, and which many 
Americans’ who read this will remember 
very well, was completely destroyed by a 
shower of rocks and cinders. The em- 
ployes were obliged to seek shelter at 
Pompeit. 


NAPLES IN GREAT DANGER. 

On Sept. 19 occurred in Naples the mirac- 
ulous ceremony of the liquefaction of the 
blood of St. Januarius, the city’s patron 
saint. This ceremony takes place three 
times a year, and if the liquefaction is 
rapid it is a goog omen for Naples, while 
if it is slow, misfortune may be looked for. 
On the last occasion the liquefaction was 
very quick, greatly to the relief of the Na- 
politans, who put great faith in this 
miracle. : 

St. Francis da Paola prophesied thal 
Naples would be destroyed ultimately by 
an eruption of Vesuvius, and Naples would 
be terrifled at this time, fearing that its 
hour had come, were it not for the happy 
result of the St. Januarius miracle. They 
say that if the city is to go it will not be 
this year, as nothing of very serious evil 
can happen to it before next May, when the 
miracle recurs. 

During the present eruption ashes have 
been carried as far as Ceprano, which is 
in the Roman Province, about 70 miles in 
an air line from Vesuvius, 

Symptoms of subterranean disturbances, 

which it.is believed are connected with the 
eruptions, have occurred in several places. 
There has been an earthquake at Macerata, 
near the Adriatic, in Marche Province, di- 
rectly on the other side of the peninsula. 
There arg nine craters in active opera- 
tion on Mount Vesuvius. Three emit lava, 
two sulphurous smoke and steam and four 
ashes and Japilli, or small stones. 
The authorities believe that Vetrana and 
Crocelle are in more danger than ever. 
The observatory is menaced, and all the 
valuable instruments have Deen removed. 

It is feared that the funicular or cable 
railroad up the side of the mountain may 
be partly destroyed. It is owned by Thos. 
Cook & Sons, the tourist agents. 

Engineers have made successful photo- 
graphs of the eruption from a balloon, a 
feat that was attended with great danger. 
The balloon at times was enveloped in 
smoke, and it was feared that it was de- 
stroyed. 

Many wells in the Vesuvian neighborhood 
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have dried up, and there is a great scarcity 
of wiuter. 

Prof. Tacchini, director of the Roman 
Observatory, says that he belieVes the erup- 
tion will be extremely serious and probably 
will continue with increasing violence. 

The great metereologist, Luigi Palmieri, 
whose observatory stood in the path of the 
lava streams, and who bravely stuck to his 
post during the fearful and fatal eruption 
of 1872, although almost roasted alive and 
choked by carbonic acid gas and sulphur 
fumes, has a theory that the eruptions and 
the phases of the moon had something in 
common. 

The belief is connected with the old 
legend of the mythological Vesuvius, who 
was imprisoned in the mountain by Jupiter 
because he had the temerity to fall in love 
with Luna, and which says that the erup- 
tions are caused by the struggles of the 
detained lover to get out into the. open 
and gaze upon his mistress. The ancients 
had noticed that Vesuvius was most unruly 
when the moon was in certain stages, and 
out of that fact probably grew the legend. 
The present eruption began at the same 
time that a new moon arrived, and that 
is in accordance with the legend and Pal- 
mieri’s theory. 

MOST FAMOUS OF VOLCANOES. 

Vesuvius is the most celebrated volcano 
in the world—and there are 350 active great 
voleanoes. It is most uncertain and has 
been since the earliest times, 

Since 1841 it has been under constant ob- 
servation by scientists, who have been able 
to predict eruptions, but unable to foretell 
the extent of the eruptions. 

The fretful monster has been studied in 
its many variable moods during the last 
half century, from the little observatory 
perched on the mountain side, but its flery 
temper of the last few days promises to 
furnish more material to work upon than 
at any former time. 

In belching forth with such flerceness, 
however, it threatens to swallow up the 
scientific station at which it has been 
hoped important discoveries might be made 
regarding the molten formations of the 
earth's interior. Destruction threatens the 
observatory in two ways. The ground upon 
which it stands has given evidence that it 
may subside at any hour and engulf the 
buildings and if it escapes this fate it may 
be consumed by a vast stream of sizzling 
lava, which is tumbling down the mountain 
in a torrent and is with difficulty diverted 
from the patch of rocks upon which the 
Structure rests. 

The scientists at the station have madea 
specialty of the study of subterranean con- 
ditions. Still, little is known of the Inte- 
rior of the earth. No one has been able to 
discover the cause of earthquakes or erup- 
tions. With present instruments eruptions 
ean be foretold a short time in advance, 
but nothing as to their probable extent can 
be determined. In the last 100 years 6carce- 
ly anything new has been learned of the 
substrata of the earth. 

Astronomically, the earth ought to be 
nearly as rigid as cast iron to account for 
its movements, the variations of latitude 
and the tides. Volcanoes are now thought 
to be local pockets of molten matter. 
Through some undiscovered cause these 
masses of liquid fire break forth at unex- 
pected times. They exhibit no regularity, 
method or system in the intervals or man- 
ner of their appearance. 


EIGHT MILES 1ROM NAPLES. 


Vesuvius is eight miles from Naples, 
whose bay it overlooks, at the eastern ex- 
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RECORD OF DESTRUCTION. 
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Vesuvius has aforetime buried cities beneath its 
debris. It one time filled the streets of Naples 


with a shower of ashes a foot deep. 


It has vom- 


ited its pumice even into Constantinople, at the* 
other end of the Mediterranean and more than a 


thousand miles away. 


In this eruption it may 


again bury Herculaneum and Pompeii, which have 
been toilsomely dug out by a centuryand a half 


of ceaseless work. 


But, more important still, it 


may bury the multitude of towns and villages and 


vineyards that repose upon the slopes of the groat 
volcano and in which human beings abound. 


tremity of a chain extending to the Island 
of Ischia. It is belleved that the whole 
Gulf of Naples was once an immense cra- 
ter, the northern end of a great rent in 
the earth’s crust, Etna being the south- 
ern end and Stromboli about the middle. 


At itn base Vesuvius is 30 miles in cir- 
cumference. Its height varies after its 
eruptions, but the average is about 4000 
feet. Its great crater is some 2000 feet In 
diameter and about 500 feet deep. 

It consists of two distinct parts. The 
north side is a lofty, semi-circular cliff, 
called» Monte Somma, which has a prehis- 
toric crater. It is separated from the active 
volcano by a deep valley several hundred 
feet wide. 

The Vesuvius of the ancients was a trun- 
cated cone with a base of eight or nine 
miles and a height of 4000 feet. At ite 
summit was a depressed plain, three miles 
in diameter. On this plain Spartacus, the 
gladiator, fought Claudius Pulcher. 

There is no record of an eruption of Ve- 
suvius prior to A. D. 79, although the lat- 
ter day scientists have proved that it must 
have been active before that time. At the 
beginning of the Christian era the sides of 
Vesuvius were covered with flelds and vines 
and its crater was overgrown with wild 
grapes. 

It is certain that the people living near 
it at that time had not the slightest idea 
that it was an active volcano, for the writ- 
ings of Pliny the Younger and Tacitus 
show that it gave warning for 13 years be- 
fore the great eruption. There were a se- 
ries of earthquakes and tremendous é6eis- 
mic disturbances. 


THE GREATEST ERUPTION. 


The great h'storic eruption took place in 
August. The steam was condensed and 
poured down in torrents of rain, making 
the lava dust a pasty substance that poured 
down the mountain side and buried Her- 
culaneum, at the west base; Pompeli, on 
the southeast side; Stabiae, on the south 
side, and Castellamare, which was beyond 
Stabiae. These cities were inundated and 
forgotten, so that centuries after, when the 
remains were dug up, moderns could gain 
a perfect insight into the manners and cus- 
toms of the time of the great eruption. 

For centuries Vesuvius was quiet. People 
who lived about it forgot that it had once 
buried cities and killed thousands. Again 
did vines cover the crater and its sides were 
cultivated flelds. There had been six 
months’ of earthquakes, but these were not 
accepted as a warning. , 

Vesuvius burst forth in‘mighty fury on 
Dec. 16, 1631, suddenly and unexpectedly. 
It continued until February, 1632. There 
was a tremendous flow of lava, mingled 
with water, resulting from the melting of 
the snow and mud. Torre Annunziata, 
Torre del Greco, Resina and Portia were 
almost wholly destroyed, and it is esti- 
mated that 18,000 people lost their lives. 
There was another eruption in 1660, but only 
ashes and steam, which formed mud tor- 
rents, come forth. 

One of the very grand eruptions occurred 
in 1779. Hugh stones were projected séev- 
eral thousand feet into the air in a cloud 
of white vapor, with large masses of mol- 
ten rock. Huge e6treams of lava poured 
dewn the mountain side, carrying death 
and destruction. 

Vesuvius was quiet for a few years, but 
in 1794 it burst. forth again. Torre da 
Greco was again destroyed by lava, which 
flowed down in a flery stream nearly a 
quarter of a mile wide at its base and fif- 
teen feet thick. 

A MONTH OF FIRE. 
The outbreak which began in October, 


|} 1822, lasted nearly a month, rupturing the 


top of the cone and making a crater three 
miles in circumference and 1000 feet deep. 
From that time Vesuvius has never been 
wholly quiet, 

In 1841 Ferdinand II. established en ob- 
servatory on the volcano for the purpose 
of giving warning of probable eruptions. 
When the eruption of May, 1855, came the 
people had fled in time. The cone was 
again rent asunder and the flow of lava 


continued for 27 days, destroying miles of 
cultivated flelds and many houses. 

In 1858 there was another eruption, when 
lava poured from the crater. But it was 
slow-moving, progressing only a few inches 
a day. 

The eruption of 1861 was violent for seven 
hours, and Torre del Greco was over- 
whelmed for the third time. The intense 
cold, which rapidly cooled the lava, was of 
immense advantage tn protecting property. 


In the middle of November, 1867, a cone 
70 feet in diameter which had been forming 
in the crater during the preceding two years 
poured forth a great amount of lava. Be- 
sides the main stream from the great crater 
there was a flow from an outside orifice 
20 feet in diameter which formed a stream 
20 feet wide. The two streams poured down 
the mountain side in a fiery torrent. Above 
the crater was a great cloud of white 
vapor, into which were projected huge 
stones with a mighty roar. This eruption 
continued until June, 1868. 

The eruption of 1872 was preceded by 
slight premonitary symptoms, Early in 
i871 the seismograph became unquiet and 
Prof. Palmieri prophesied an outburst, 
which gradually increased in intensity until 
April 24, 1872. Two days later there was 
a rent in the cone 1000 feet wide. Molten 
rocks, lava and ashes gushed forth from 
the crater. Two fiery torrents rushed 
down the mountain on either side of the 
observatory joining at the base with a third 
Stream. In the words of Prof. Palmieri, 
the volcano ‘“‘sweated fire.” 

The atmosphere was white with crystals. 
The streams of lava gave forth dense 
clouds of steam and formed minjature vol- 
canoes as they sped downward. The earth 
trembled and heaved like the ocean in a 
storm. There was vivid lightning from the 
intense electrical excitement and a heavy 
downpour of rain. The streets of Naples 
were covered inches deep with a biack 
sand. The flow of lava was three-fifths of 
a mile wide. 

There have been other eruptions since 
that time which have done more or less 
damage, but none has been of great im- 
portance. 


THE FATE OF POMPETI. 


Pompeii, which the mountain buried for 
1700 years, was a city of pleasure, the most 
completely so of any city of which history 
holds a record. It was the resort of the 
wealthy, the indolent and the self-indul- 
gent, not only of Rome, but of Greece and 
of all that was then known in the world. 
It was luxurious to a degree, unmatched 
in history. 

It was given over to enjoyment to an 
extent never known before or since. The 
evidences of {ts lascivious luxury remain to 
this day. Its baths, even in that early time 
when little was known of steam heat, more 
than rivaled any that our most luxurious 
cities enjoy to-day. In its theaters by 
elaborate contrivances the auditors were 
cooled during the performances by a spray 
of artificial rain, and the tanks from which 
this rain was drawn atill exist in the ex- 
cavated city. 

No one who visits Pompel! and looks up- 
on the remains of that pleasure city with 
enlightened eyes can fail to see much to 
astonish and much to puzzle him. The nar- 
row streets—wide enough only for one 
chariot—are cut into deep ruts by the 
wheels of multitudinous vehicles. Yet in all 
the excavations no établing has been found 
except enough for two or three horses In 
one inn. 

The time was one of turbulence and rob- 
bery. The city iteclf was closely walied. 
Every house was built with but a aeingle 
opening, a door in front. There were no 
back doors and no outer windows except 
in a very few Instances, and in those the 
windows were narrow apertures carefully 
barred with fron. The story that this sys- 
tem of architecture tells leaves no room 
for doubt that danger was omnipresent. 
Whatever horses were kept by the inhabi- 
tants of the city must have been kept with- 
in the city itself. Yet there is no indica- 
tion anywhere of the place of their keep- 
ing. 

The streets were narrow—so narrow that

The submarine craft had 
sunk involuntarily in the mud, a huge black coffin, 
three times, and yet when the call was made for 
volunteers the last time three times as many men 
responded as were needed. : 

This remarkable boat was built at Mobile by Hunt- 
ley & McClintock. It was launched in 1864. She was 
constructed of boiler iron, made air tight, 30 feet long, 
6 feet beam and about 6 feet depth of hold. Cigar 
shaped, propelled by a screw, the shaft of which ran 
horizontally along her length almost from end to end, 
and which was turned by the manual labor of eight 
men seated on either side, she was a most eccentric 
craft. She was supposed to sink or rise by filling and 
emptying water-tight compartments. A floating tor- 
pedo was attached to her stern by a line 100 feet long. 
She could make four knots an hour. No reservoir of 


air was provided, and the men who entered this 
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floating tomb inhaled and exhaled the same at- 
mosphere over and over.
